Brown’s comeback? 


E’VE BEEN supporting Jerry Brown for 

state and national offices for almost 20 

years now. We endorsed him for secretary 

of state, for governor (twice) and for the United 
States Senate. We’ve praised his work on the Politi- 
cal Reform Act, his fight against Diablo Canyon, 
his Supreme Court appointments and plenty more. 
We've also had reason to criticize Brown — but 
over all, we’ve found him to be an interesting, occa- 
sionally refreshing presence on the political scene. In 
fact, just a few months ago, we endorsed Brown’s 
candidacy for state Democratic Party chairman, 
noting that the moribund California Democratic Par- 
ty these days could use a good dose of Jerry Brown. 
But Brown’s campaign for the top party post has 
begun to make us nervous. The Democratic chair- 
man will play a lead role in the party’s statewide 
fundraising efforts, and will have tremendous 
responsibility over disbursing party funds to candi- 
dates. Assembly Speaker Willie Brown, who held 
that role until the passage of Proposition 73, did an 
atrocious job — his blatant sale of influence to ma- 
jor donors and favoritism toward those loyal to him 
was a dirty stain on the California Democratic Par- 


PG&E’s friend on 


UST LAST WEEK, we noted in this space that 

state officials would soon be making critically 

important appointments to the Fair Political 
Practices Commission, the state’s political watch- 
dog, and urged those officials involved to appoint 
independent, savvy commissioners committed to 
“tough enforcement.”’ We were, therefore, disturbed 
to see that Attorney General John Van de Kamp 
had decided to make the very kind of appointment 
we had editorialized against (see story, page 11). 

On Jan. 30th, Van de Kamp appointed to the 
FPPC former California Public Utilities Commis- 
sioner Don Vial, who had presided over the Diablo 
Canyon rate case and approved, without raising any 
serious questions, a settlement that was extremely 
advantageous to PG&E and disadvantageous to 
ratepayers (see Bay Guardian, 1/19/89). Van de 
Kamp was a principal negotiator of that settlement. 

In other words, the person who oversaw one of 
the greatest sellouts of our time, one of the greatest 
violations of the public trust, a secret deal that will 
cost the ratepayers as much as $50 billion and set a 
precedent undermining more than a century of 
utility regulation, has just been rewarded with a 
juicy political appointment. 

Vial’s elevation to the FPPC is bad for the politi- 
cal watchdog agency, bad for the public and bad for 
Van de Kamp, who gives us more reasons every day 
to conclude that he is unfit to serve as attorney 
general, much less to run for the Governor’s Office. 


ty. Jerry Brown needs to change things, not perpetu- 
ate them on an even grander scale. 

Thus far, however, the signs are not at all good. 
Brown has spent a considerable sum of money on his 
campaign — but we don’t know how much, and we 
don’t know where it came from or where it went. 
Brown’s press secretary says the campaign cost 
$150,000, and that all of it came from Brown’s fed- 
eral PAC. Brown’s opponents, and some press 
reports, estimate the cost of the Brown campaign at 
$300,000 or more — and Brown’s PAC had only 
about $80,000 in it. 

State law doesn’t require candidates for party of- 
fices to file campaign finance disclosure statements, 
so legally, Brown is under no obligation to disclose 
the source, amount or disbursement of his funds. 
That loophole ought to be closed, and Brown — who 
helped write and secure the passage of the Political 
Reform Act of 1974 — ought to be leading the charge. 

But at the very least, Brown ought to come clean. 
His opponents (who raised far less money) have of- 
fered to disclose their donor lists. For Brown to do 
anything less is a bad omen for the integrity of his 
political resurrection.

The secret negotiations that led to the Diablo set- 
tlement included Director of the CPUC Division of 
Ratepayer Advocates William Ahern, PG&E Chair- 
man Dick Clarke and attorney Warren Christopher. 
Clarke heads a company that controls a well- 
funded political action committee and that has a 
long history of using money to buy political in- 
fluence. Christopher, who was there on behalf of 
PG&E, is a Democratic Party insider whose law 
firm, O’Melveny and Myers, has contributed more 
than $53,000 to Van de Kamp’s political cam- 
paigns since 1981. Van de Kamp’s gubernatorial 
aspirations could be greatly aided by support from 
firms like PG&E and O’Melveny and Myers. 

On the surface, there is no evidence of violations 
of the Political Reform Act or other illegal activity 
in the Diablo case. But if there were — if witnesses 
claimed, for example, that PG&E was funneling 
contributions to Van de Kamp’s campaign through 
O’Melveny and Myers — responsibility for in- 
vestigating those claims could lie with Don Vial and 
his FPPC colleagues. And, according to FPPC 
spokeswoman Sandra Michioku, any charges of 
corruption against Vial would have to be in- 
vestigated by Van de Kamp. 

That incestuous situation is intolerable. Van de 
Kamp should immediately withdraw his nomination 
of Vial, and appoint an independent search commit- 
tee to find a truly independent commissioner who 
has no history of involvement in back-room deals. 


The next ballpark swindle? 


“Had it not been for the creation of [the dummy 
corporation] Stadium Inc., the Christopher ad- 
ministration would have been required to hold 
open, competitive bidding for the [Candlestick 
Park] contract, and voters would have seen the 
price tag.

FTER THE local press allowed City Hall to 
negotiate the Candlestick scandal in secrecy (a 
deal we are still paying for today, and will be 
paying a total of $17 million more until 1997), the 
San Francisco Examiner still has the gall to issue the 
same old bugle call for secrecy. 
In its Sunday, Feb. Sth editorial, the Ex laid out 
the case in classic downtown/City Hall/JOA 


fashion: Shut up and let the mayor negotiate with 
the out-of-town developer in secret. Trust us. After 
all, “‘the entire arrangement will be open to public 
examination at the completion of negotiations.” 

How much public money and land is going to be 
involved in this new stadium deal? Will San Fran- 
cisco get into a bidding war with Sunnyvale (see 
story, page 8) and throw all kinds of choice benefits 
in for the developer? How will people get to this new 
stadium, and where will they park? What will hap- 
pen to the neighborhood? How do we know that this 
won’t just be another stinking Candlestick disaster? 

The answer is simple: We don’t. And until this en- 
tire process comes out into the open, we won’t. 

Today, San Francisco can’t afford any more blank 
checks. Mayor Agnos has to make a choice. Either 
he conducts the stadium negotiations in public, or he 
accepts the fact that the voters will send whatever 
disaster he comes up with directly into political obli- 
vion, where it belongs.

Eyes on the prize is better 


Steve Warren’s movie review ‘‘Fade to Black’’ 
(see Bay Guardian, 1/25/89) might have a catchy 
title, but the subtitle is somewhat inaccurate. Films 
of blacks at home? I don’t think so. As he points 
out, Mississippi Burning has been criticized for tell- 
ing the story (of the civil rights struggle in Missis- 
sippi) from a white perspective. It shows blacks at 
home, but is in no way their film; it focuses on the 
conflict between angry white southerners and the 
FBI agents who came to tell them their way of life 
infringed on the rights of humans. This is an im- 
portant part of the civil rights story, but by no 
means the whole. 

Warren writes in defense of the movie’s white 
bias “*. . . in fact most of the key players (In the 
movie? In Mississippi? In the civil rights move- 
ment?) were white. If there’s astory to betold from 
the black side, let someone else make that 
movie... .’’ The fact isthat most of the key players 
in the civil rights struggle were not white. People 
who still wonder ‘‘if’’ there is a story from the 
black side could check out an excellent documen- 
tary about black ‘‘key players”’ in the civil rights 
movement, Eyes on the Prize, put out by PBS. It 
amply, and excellently, documents the importance 
of the black struggle to make the United States a 
place they could really call home. 

When will we as Americans wake up and realize 
that the only reason anyone could possibly think 
that whites were the main protagonists in the civil 
rights movement is the entrenched racism of this 
country, where the press has focused, and con- 
tinues to focus, on whites? The death of Chaney, 
the one black student killed in the beginning of the 
movie, would never have come out if not for the 
fact that he was killed along with two white 
students. It’s time to finally stop repeating the 
“oversight”’ that allows so many to leave black 
stories in the darkness. Yes, even Alan Parker 
could have done something; the scenes of the black 
community in Mississippi Burning had tremen- 
dous potential. And as even Newsweek has come to 
realize, movies focusing on blacks do draw au- 
diences. There are just no more excuses left.

Bankrupt system? 

The Jan. 18, 1989 issue of the Bay Guardian 
dramatizes the curious anomalies occurring in to- 
day’s world politics. 

Consider the juxtaposition of the two opening 
articles: Craig McLaughlin’s sensitive portrait and 
interview with UC Berkeley’s retiring journalism 
dean, Ben Bagdikian, and Sasha Futran’s frank 


narrative of a recent visit to Castro’s Cuba — a 
country in so dismal a condition that Futran, hard- 
ly a conservative, reprimands CBS’s 60 Minutes 
for being lax in reporting on its ‘‘internal turmoil.’’ 

Futran would have been wise to take 
Bagdikian’s advice before leaving for the Cuban 
film festival. Bagdikian, in McLaughlin’s inter- 
view, advises journalists to move beyond ‘“‘heart- 
rending stories,’’ and to uncover ‘‘the sources’’ of 
social ills. Futran is quick to fault the U.S.’s 
longstanding economic blockade for Cuba’s dead- 
ening bureaucracy, inefficiencies and paranoia. 
She only alludes to what many socialist leaders 
have reluctantly accepted: Behind her heartrend- 
ing, and occasionally humorous, stories, stands a 
bankrupt socioeconomic system. 

The future of perestroika depends in large part 
upon courageous journalists in socialist countries 
— and their tenacity in following Ben Bagdikian’s 
principles. In that case, they have no choice but to 
directly relate the socialist economic system with 
the deplorable conditions it creates. The people 
who live in socialist countries have long ago grown 
tired of reading — and being told by leaders like 
Castro — that socialism’s failure results from the 
people’s refusal to work within it. 

For this candid account of socialist Cuba, you 
should be applauded. The spirit of perestroika has 
descended upon the Bay Guardian.

Follow that bust: Back dur- 
ing the 1987 Fleet Week, a 
Bay Guardian reporter rode 
along with members of 
Greenpeace who used small 
inflatable boats called 
Zodiacs to drop swimmers 
off in front of the fleet enter- 
ing the harbor (see Bay 
Guardian, 10/14/87). The 
swimmers and the Zodiacs 
were violating a federal 
security zone around the 
ships, but for Greenpeace, 
the act of civil disobedience 
was part of a larger cam- 
paign to convince the world's 
five nuclear navies to 
eliminate their 16,000 
nuclear warheads. As we 
reported at the time, the 
Greenpeace Zodiacs were 
aggressively pursued by 
Coast Guard and Navy per- 
sonnel in small boats. The re- 
sult was a chase scene right 
out of a James Bond movie. 

Only two protesters were 
arrested — Morgan Locke and 
Colin Green. Federal author- 
ities claimed they were res- 
ponsible for a collision with a 
federal craft. Greenpeace, an 
organization that practices 
nonviolence, has always 
contested the allegations, but 
in December, as part of a 
plea-bargaining arrangement, 
Locke and Green pleaded 
guilty to charges of injuring 
government property valued 
under $100 and trespassing 
against government property 
The two were sentenced Jan 
31st to three-years probation, 
a $500 fine and 300 hours of 
community service — which 
is not to be served at 
Greenpeace

SECRECY ON 
FINANCING 
FOR STADIUM 
PROPOSAL 
CONTINUES 


THE NEGOTIATIONS between Mayor 
Art Agnos and Spectacor Management 
Group over the financial details of a 
proposed baseball stadium and indoor 
arena continue far from the public eye. 

Agnos, backed by an opinion from City 
Attorney Louise Renne, has refused to 
disclose the full economic details of 
Spectacor’s proposal and says he won’t do 
so until the package is completed. 

In other words, it now appears that 
Agnos and Spectacor will dump a com- 
pleted stadium proposal on the voters, 
present it as a last-ditch chance to save the 
Giants and demand a yes-or-no, up-or- 
down vote on a plan that may be fraught 
with financial and other public policy 
problems. 

Spectacor, a Philadelphia-based sports 
management company, manages the 
Moscone Center, the Los Angeles Coliseum 
and other facilities across the country. 

The company has also had preliminary 
discussions with the Santa Clara task force 
that is vying for Giants owner Bob Lurie’s 
attention. In fact, according to Sunnyvale 
Mayor Larry Stone, head of the South Bay 
task force, substantive discussions with 
Lurie have already begun. ‘‘We are 
engaged in heavy-duty, detail-oriented 
negotiations with the Giants and hope to 
have a letter of intent signed within 60-90 
days,’’ Stone told the Bay Guardian. 

Stone — who served as a member of 
Dianne Feinstein’s Save the Giants task 
force — downplayed the possibility of San 
Francisco putting together a proposal that 
Lurie would accept. 

“T don’t think that a viable proposal will 
be put together in San Francisco,’’ he said. 

The San Francisco proposal rests on the 
city providing free land for the two 
structures and on the city’s ability to 
provide some $52 million in tax-exempt 
industrial bonds, which the city has a right 
to authorize under a special exemption to 
the Tax Reform Act of 1986. The bonds 
can be used only for a ballpark, and would 
be backed by Spectacor and the land, as 
opposed to the city’s general fund. 

Additional taxable industrial bonds, 
totaling $91 million, again backed by Spec- 
tacor and the land on which the two struc- 
tures are built, would be needed to finance 
the rest of the ballpark and the arena. 

Spectacor — according to published 
reports — has also asked the city to lend it 
$30 million over 10 years to help finance 
the project. 

But without seeing the proposal, a 
number of questions remain. The cost of 
developing roads and public transporta- 
tion into the two sites has not yet been 
discussed in the press, and one observer 
noted, ‘‘There is no way that the city can 
expect $3 million a year to cover the costs 
of all the roads, buses and other stuff they 
need.”’ 

By the time the project becomes public 
and the voters have a chance to evaluate it, 
those issues may already have been dis- 
missed, or settled in favor of the developer. 
The city, which is still paying off the 
Candlestick Park bonds, may be on the 





hook for yet another costly stadium. And it 
will be too late to do anything about it, ex- 
cept reject the entire project.

FBI REVIEW 
OF BREAK-INS 
PROVIDES NO 
ANSWERS 


CURIOUS VICTIMS of scores of 
unsolved political break-ins around the 
country — mainly activists in the 
sanctuary and Central American solidarity 
movements — won’t find many answers in 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation’s 
“‘exhaustive review’’ of 93 break-ins 
during the past five years. 

The major findings of the review, as 
contained in a Dec. 14th letter from FBI 
Director William S. Sessions to 
Representative Don Edwards (D-San 
Jose): The bureau has no ground to 
believe that federal, state or local 
authorities were involved in the _ 
burglaries and no ground to believe ‘‘that 
incidents were organized or conducted 
by agents of hostile foreign powers.”’ 

Sessions repeated the FBI’s position that, 
because it found no evidence to suspect 
government involvement, a deeper probe un- 
der federal civil rights laws is not in order. 

“Tm disappointed that the FBI is taking 
on the jurisdictional issue in a very narrow 
way,’’ Edwards, whose Subcommittee on 
Civil and Constitutional Rights conducted 
two days of hearings on the break-ins in 
February 1987, said in a telephone 
interview last month. 

“The pattern is still there,’’ Edwards 
said of the burglaries, several of which 
have taken place in the Bay Area (see Bay 
Guardian, 8/31/88). ‘“There seems to be 
no answer to these break-ins. There’s too 
many happening. There must be a political 
purpose.’ 

In most of the burglaries, the intruders 
entered by breaking a door or window, al- 
though some gained entry more subtly and 
left no fingerprints. File and desk drawers 
were rifled. In most cases, petty cash and 
other items of value were left behind. Com- 
puter disks have been snatched. 

In several of the incidents, such as the 
March 9, 1985 break-in at the University 
Lutheran Chapel in Berkeley, files with 
people’s names on them were found 
lying open on desks, perhaps for 
photographing. 

The burglary of the University Lutheran 
Church, the congregation of which has 
offered sanctuary to Central American 
refugees, is among those described in the 
the FBI’s 18-page chronological chart of 
the break-ins appended to Sessions’ letter. 
So, also, are the December 1983 break-in 
at the Guatemala News and Information 
Center in Oakland, three break-ins at 
Berkeley’s Trinity Methodist Church in 
1985 and 1986 and three burglaries at St. 
Edmund’s Episcopal Church in Pacifica in 
1985, 1986 and 1987. All of those case re- 
main unsolved, according to the FBI report. 

Edwards and the FBI continue to 
disagree on the question of whether the 
bureau has jurisdiction for a full investiga- 
tion. “‘I still feel there’s reason to in- 
vestigate under the Foreign Agents 
Registration Act,’? Edwards said. “How do 
we know that there are not agents from 
Central America doing these break-ins?”

Edwards has voiced his suspicions that 
foreign agents of El Salvador or other Cen- 
tral American countries are involved in the 
burglaries, acting in a manner he said was 
reminiscent of the harassment of Iranians in 
the United States during the Shah’s regime 
and of Filipinos in the Marcos era. 

If such activities are carried out on behalf 
of a foreign government or entity and the 
perpetrators are not registered as foreign 
agents, the Foreign Agents Registration Act 
may be violated. That reading of the law 
could trigger a deeper FBI probe. ‘“They 
dispute that [interpretation of the law],”’ 
Edwards said of FBI officials, ‘‘and I have 
to leave that to them.” 

Sessions wrote in December that a review 
by the FBI’s Criminal Investigative Division 
“did not disclose any grounds to believe 
that the incidents were conducted or organ- 
ized by agents of hostile foreign powers.” 

“‘When you say hostile, that rules out El 
Salvador,’ Edwards said. ‘‘I think Salva- 
dor is the chief suspect in this. That’s the 
country that has the death squads. That’s 
the country that has people scaring people 
here.’’ Edwards said the bureau told him it 
could do little about ‘‘friendlies.’” 

Citing one factor that could trigger a 
civil rights probe, the FBI said it can 
investigate such crimes if a burglary victim 
were engaged in providing information to 
Congress. On that basis, the bureau took a 
preliminary look into the November 1986 
break-in at the International Center for 
Development Policy and the October 
1987 break-in at the Central American His- 
torical Institute, both in Washington, 
D.C., and into more than a dozen bur- 
glaries at Old Cambridge Baptist Church 
in Cambridge, Massachusetts. A decision 
by Justice Department lawyers on whether 
there is legal reason to start a full 
investigation is pending, Sessions wrote. 

The government could also initiate a 
civil rights investigation if there is evidence 
that law enforcement officials had a role in 
the crimes. Sessions, however, wrote that 
the bureau’s review ‘‘failed to disclose any 
ground to conclude that federal, state or 
local authorities may have been involved in 
the incidents.’’ 

Edwards has stressed that FBI probes 
of the burglaries ‘‘should be conducted 
on a broader jurisdictional basis, stem- 
ming from the interference with First 
Amendment rights, regardless of how or 
where they are exercised.”’ 

He said his is confident that the FBI is 
not involved in the break-ins, the suspi- 
cions of many of the victims notwith- 
standing. ‘‘If any new incidents come up, 
we’ll ask for another investigation,’ he 
said. ‘‘We’re hoping for a break.”’

COURT STAYS 
DETROIT JOA 
AS OPPONENTS 
MOUNT APPEAL 


OPPONENTS OF a proposed joint 
operating agreement between Detroit’s two 
daily newspapers have convinced a federal 
court to temporarily block the merger until 
it decides whether to hear an appeal of an 
earlier ruling approving the plan. 

On Jan. 27th, a panel of the Court of 


Appeals in Washington, D.C. ruled 2-1 
against the JOA’s opponents and lifted a 
stay that had prevented the two papers, 
the Detroit News and Free Press, from 
combining business, circulation and 
advertising functions under the terms of 
the JOA (see Bay Guardian, 2/1/89). 

The owners of the two papers, Knight- 
Ridder Inc. and Gannett Co., announced 
plans to proceed with the merger on Feb. 
6th, but opponents appealed the panel’s 
ruling and asked the full court to rehear 
the case. On Feb. 3rd, the court stayed the 
earlier decision until it had a chance to 
decide whether it will hear the appeal. 

There were also new developments 
recently in two other precedent-setting 
JOA cases. In a Jan. 30th letter to the Bay 
Guardian, Kurt Shaffert, an attorney with 
the Antitrust Division of the Department 
of Justice, said the division ‘‘is currently 
conducting an investigation to determine 
whether the recent cessation of publication 
by The Miami News, which had been 
publishing under a JOA formed in 1966 
with The Miami Herald, was in com- 
pliance with federal law and, if not, 
whether any available remedy would be 
effective in the circumstances.” 

According to a story in the Jan. 11th 
issues of New Times, a Miami weekly 
newspaper, Cox Enterprises, which owns 
the News, made no real effort to sell the 
paper and ‘“‘virtually ensured that no deal 
would be made before the December 31 
deadline Cox set for closing the paper.”’ 
Under an agreement between Cox and 
Knight-Ridder, which owns the Miami 
Herald, Cox will continue to collect a 
share of the profits from that city’s JOA 
without having to publish a newspaper. 

Meanwhile, the Justice Department, 
without explanation, has again extended 
until April 2nd the deadline for public 
comments on a proposed JOA between the 
the daily Manteca Bulletin and the semi- 
weekly Manteca News in Manteca, Cali- 
fornia (see Bay Guardian, 7/13/88). Past 
extensions have reportedly been linked to 
the papers’ failure to provided the 
department with necessary information on 
a timely basis, but the department has 
been secretive about the causes for the 
delays. It has also refused to make the 
papers’ application or public comments it 
has received available to the public in 
Manteca or San Francisco. *

VIALS DIABLO 
SELLOUT EARNS 
AN FPPC 
APPOINTMENT 


JUST SIX weeks after the California Public 
Utilities Commission approved a settlement 
that could cost PG&E ratepayers billions of 
dollars, the CPUC commissioner assigned 
to the case has recieved a prestigious ap- 
pointment from the state official who 
helped to negotiate that settlement, At- 
torney General John Van de Kamp. 

On Jan. 30th, Van de Kamp announced 
the appointment of Don Vial to the five- 
member Fair Political Practices 
Commission, the state’s political 
watchdog. Vial, a retired labor economist, 
was appointed to the CPUC in 1982 by

The second of the new 
drugs, DDC, is a relative of 
AZT, the only approved drug 
for AIDS treatment. Both 
drugs have damaging side 
effects, but doctors hope to 
alternate the two to minimize 
both the nerve damage asso- 
ciated with DDC and the 
bone marrow suppression 
that sometimes follows AZT 
treatment. The third drug 
scheduled to undergo initial 
tests soon at Stanford is a 
glucosidase inhibitor called 
SC-48334 that blocks the 
virus's ability to assemble 
needed proteins. 

DDC has actually under- 
gone its first clinical tests in 
humans, and suppresses the 
HIV virus in patients with 
full-blown AIDS, but is more 
effective in ARC (AIDS- 
related complex) patients. 
“This is the most advanced 
alternative to AZT there is 
right now,”’ claims Merigan. 
“The next step in our con- 
tinuing trials is to find out if, 
at low doses, this drug 
influences the quality of life 
or prevents complications as 
well as or better than AZT.” 
The Stanford AIDS Clinical 
Treatment Unit is part of the 
federal government's net- 
work of AIDS drug-testing 
units.

Recycling bill recycles: 
Assembly Bill 80, introduced

mandatory recycling and 
local waste reduction plans. 
Formerly called AB 3298, the 
bill was vetoed last year by 
the governor, who said it 
transferred too much recycling 
policy authority from the 
Solid Waste Management 
Board to the Department of 
Conservation.

Ahigh-class, schoolroom brawl 


THE VERY exclusive Hamlin 

School, on Broadway in the heart of a 
Pacific Heights residential neighborhood, 
currently serves as the site of two parties 
per week that are booked through a pro- 
fessional party broker. The school’s neigh- 
bors are upset at the frequency of the 
events, which create noise, parking hassles 
and, not coincidentally, a fair bit of 
revenue for the school. No other school in 
the city is allowed to host more than 24 
events per year. 

At its Feb. 15th meeting, as a prelude to 
trying to limit the frequency of the 
school’s parties, the Board of Permit 
Appeals will discuss whether it has the 
authority to limit a commercial enterprise 
in a residential neighborhood. Leading the 
charge to protect Hamlin’s right to host 
the parties is City Attorney and Hamlin 
alumna Louise Renne, whose office is 
expected to argue that the board has no 
right to limit Hamlin’s activities despite the 
school’s obvious exemption from rules 
applied to every other private school in the 
city. Both of Renne’s daughters attended 
the school, and her husband, Paul, a 
prominent local attorney, has served on 
the school’s board of trustees. 

According to one source close to the 
debate, Renne has held several meetings in 
her office about the matter, and is ‘‘very 
upset’’ about the board’s attempts to limit 
her alma mater’s activities. 

While no public testimony is scheduled, 
the board has been known to open up the 
microphone if a large and vociferous 
crowd is on hand. And at the very least, it 
will be a great chance to see some Pacific 
Heights lobbying in action. 5 pm, City 
Hall, room 282, SF.

Auto-facilitation at Denny’s 
THE SAN Francisco Redevelopment 
Agency skipped town last weekend to 
Tiberon for a retreat meeting of the seven 
commissioners and agency Director 
Edward Helfeld. The purpose of the 
retreat was to improve communications 
between Helfeld and the board by means 
of a $50-per-hour ‘‘facilitator.’’ 

The little get-together cost the public an 
estimated $2,000, and according to 
California Newspaper Publisher 
Association legal counsel Terry Francke, 
was a clear violation of the Ralph M. 
Brown Open Meetings Act. ‘“‘The Brown 
Act lists some very specific personnel- 





related exemptions,”’ he told the Bay 
Guardian. ‘This is not even close.”’ 
Francke also suggested another method 
for future efforts of this type. ‘‘The 
director can go to Denny’s and be 
‘facilitated’ by himself,’’ he said. 
Members of the public who are con- 
cerned with the agency both spending pub- 
lic funds and meeting in secret should voice 
their objections at the next meeting of the 
commission on Feb. 14th.

Not through with pass-throughs

tenants to cover landlord improvements.

Water, water, everywhere. . . 
THE REGIONAL Water Quality Con- 
trol Board meets Feb. 15th to conduct hear- 
ings on a new policy that would restrict the 
dumping of polluted dredge spoils off Alca- 
traz Island in San Francisco Bay. The 

new policy would prohibit any new dump- 
ing of polluted dredge spoils and restrict 
dumping programs already underway. 

The dumping of polluted or contam- 
inated dredge spoils has a two-pronged ef- 
fect on the environmental quality of the 
Bay. First, when the dredging is conducted, 
contaminated material is disturbed and then 
partially redistributed in the Bay. Con- 
taminants lying under layers of sediment 
— and relatively inert — are reintroduced 
into the Bay at a much more toxic 
concentration. Second, when the the 
material is dumped off of Alcatraz, strong 
currents redistribute the contaminants at 
the mouth of the Bay.

then-Governor Jerry Brown and served 
until Jan. Ist. 

Vial had been the commissioner 
assigned to the Diablo Canyon nuclear 
power plant rate case. The plant was 
originally projected to cost $346 million, 
but had to be practically rebuilt twice 
because of construction errors and 
mismanagement and ended up costing $5.6 
billion (see ‘“‘The tragedy of Diablo 
Canyon,’’ Bay Guardian, 10/19/88). 

The CPUC’s Division of Ratepayer 
Advocates recommended that PG&E 
stockholders pay $4.4 billion in cost 
overruns. But secret negotiations between 
DRA Director William Ahern, politically 
well-connected PG&E attorney Warren 
Christopher, Van de Kamp and PG&E 
Chairman Dick Clarke led to a settlement 
that will make ratepayers foot the bill for 
at least $3.4 billion, if not more, of 
Diablo’s cost overruns. That settlement 
was approved by Vial and his fellow 
commissioners Dec. 19th. 

Both Vial and Van de Kamp spokesman 
Duane Peterson told the Bay Guardian 
there was no connection between the 








Diablo discussions and the FPPC appoint- 
ment. Peterson said Vial ‘‘was the man for 
the job’’ because of his experience and 
knowledge of Sacramento. 

“This kind of appointment,”’ Vial said, 
“is attractive because the issues are 
important, the credibility of the electoral 
process is important.”” 

Vial also said he was not involved in the 
secret negotiations that led to the settle- 
ment, and, except for the final vote, had 
turned the matter over to the Policy and 
Planning Unit. Vial was, however, one of 
the first to suggest the performance-based 
pricing structure that is the keystone of the 
Diablo settlement, and William Bennett, a 
member of the State Board of Equalization 
and an opponent of the Diablo agreement, 
told the Bay Guardian that Vial had re- 
mained involved in the settlement process. 
Bennett said Vial was party to a decision to 
quash Bennett’s attempt to subpoena Van 
de Kamp to discuss the secret negotiations 
at a CPUC hearing.

Mexico City: Reflections 
on a 14-paper town

AYBE I’VE been living in the 

Bay Area too long. Sometimes 

I actually think having only two 
daily newspapers in a city like San 
Francisco is normal. Then on every trip 
abroad I remember that most major 
cities in the world have many more: 
Manila has eight dailies, Lisbon 13 and 
Mexico City 14. 

The one or two dailies in U.S. cities 
today inevitably reflect a narrow politi- 
cal perspective. When was the last time 
you read a daily paper columnist that 
consistently supports Jesse Jackson or 
opposes unilateral U.S. military in- 
tervention anywhere in the world? 

Having more dailies doesn’t guar- 
antee a greater diversity of political ex- 
pression but it can help. Case in point: 
Mexico City. 

One chilly and smoggy morning in 
Mexico City last December, I walked 
over to a corner newsstand. Daily 
papers and magazines of every variety 
hung from wire strung across the 
booth. Sleazy tabloids competed with 
Excelsior, Mexico’s New York Times. 

The vendor told me 12 of the dailies 
are staunchly supportive of the govern- 
ing party, PRI. But two are not — 
Universal leans toward the conservative 
opposition National Action Party and 
La Jornada supports the left. He said 
businessmen and intellectuals often buy 
three or more dailies just to make sure 
they get a full range of opinion. Govern- 
ment officials get eight. Many working 
people buy at least two papers. 

Mexico City readers come to expect 
certain kinds of news from their 
favorite dailies. On the day I visited the 
news vendor, the tabloids featured the 
results of a police investigation into the 
“sex crime of the century,’’ with 
photos of a bikini-clad woman next toa 
squad car as proof that the crime was 
solved. Universal gave prominent play 
to a hunger strike by PAN President 
Manuel Clouthier and carried num- 
erous stories and editorials criticizing 
the government from the political 
right. Excelsior offered mammoth sec- 
tions covering national, international, 
business, sports and cultural news. 

With so many competing dailies, the 
Mexican government has developed an 
elaborate system to control the press. The 
government regularly buys ads in news- 
papers and withdraws that advertising 
when it is displeased. People with enough 
cash can actually buy news articles. 

The government also pays some re- 
porters regular embutes, or bribes. Em- 
bute comes from the verb to stuff — as 
in sausage. A government official stuffs 
reporters’ sausages every month to 
guarantee favorable coverage. The big- 
ger the paper, the bigger the sausage. 

So with this government manipula- 
tion, what’s so great about having 14 
dailies? In the United States, a few big 
corporations dominate the daily news- 
paper industry, and in most cities one 
or two papers control the bulk of the 
advertising dollars. But in Mexico City, 
with 14 dailies competing for the 
market, commercial advertisers don’t 
concentrate all their ads into one or two 
papers, and press distribution net- 
works aren’t tied up in the hands of a 
few big companies. 

In other words, the existence of so 





many competing papers keeps the 
market remarkably open. People who 
don’t like the way the news is covered 
can go out and start a daily paper of their 
own. And that’s exactly what leftist 
critics of the government have done. 

‘Freedom of the press belongs to 
those who own the presses,’’ one La 
Jornada journalist told me. ‘‘So we 
went out and bought our own presses 
— several times.”’ 

The rocky road to building an in- 
dependent left daily began back in the 
1970s. For a few years, Excelsior had 
allowed a diversity of pro-government 
and opposition views within its pages. 
But in 1976, President Luis Echeverria, 
angered at the paper’s criticisms of his 
government, organized a coup against 
the editor. So the editor and a group of 
Excelsior journalists broke off to form 
the weekly Proceso. 

In 1977, another group of journalists 
split from Excelsior and established the 
daily Uno Mas Uno. It regularly criti- 
cized government domestic and inter- 
national policies. The president cut off 
government advertising to Uno Mas 
Uno in 1982, but the paper survived. 

“But where repression fizzled,” 
noted a La Jornada journalist, “‘sweet 
talking worked.’’ The new government 
of President de la Madrid coopted the 
Uno Mas Uno editors, said the report- 
er, ‘‘so in 1984 we split to form La Jor- 
nada.”’ 

Today, La Jornada sells throughout 
the city and also circulates nationally. 
Workers, small vendors and intellec- 
tuals snatch it off newsstands each 
morning. Government officials and 
businessmen also read the paper, 
because of its solid news coverage and 
because it offers a perspective not 
available in other dailies. 

La Jornada is a capitalist enterprise, 
not the paper of any political party. It 
publishes pro-PRI stories and col- 
umnists. But its editors realize that the 
other media don’t represent the left-of- 
center views popular among many Mex- 
icans. They know that the left expresses a 
legitimate point of view. Because of Mex- 
ico City’s relatively open newspaper mar- 
ketplace, La Jornada can survive — if not 
prosper — publishing a leftist perspective. 

The situation in the United States is 
very different. Seven million people 
voted for Jesse Jackson last year. Mil- 
lions more are involved in movements 
against U.S. foreign intervention 
and for minority, gay, student, worker 
and women’s rights. San Francisco prob- 
ably contains more progressives per 
square inch than any city in the country. 

Yet here, and in most other U.S. 
cities, the concerns of those people get 
very little coverage, other than a rare 
op-ed piece and occasional favorable 
articles by principled reporters. 

I don’t expect 14 dailies to spring up 
in San Francisco. In fact, given the 
power of media monopolies, it’s un- 
likely that even one new competing 
daily could survive. 

In the meantime, I’d be happy if the 
Chronicle and Examiner truly reflected 
the diversity of the city — but I’m not 
holding my breath.

THE DEVELOPERS’ BIG COUP 
IN ALAMEDA COUNTY 


How big south county real estate interests and Berkeley ‘moderates’ joined forces to put 
Warren Widener on the Board of Supervisors and keep Alameda County safe for development

HEN THE Alameda 
County Board of 
Supervisors selected 
former Berkeley 
Mayor Warren 
Widener to fill the seat of the late John 
George, in one swift move it took a ma- 
jor swipe at the East Bay progressives’ 
power bloc and cemented its mutual 
back-scratching relationship with pow- 
erful real estate development interests 
in the southern part of the county. 
Widener’s appointment was a direct 
rejection of the expressed wishes of the 
allies and supporters of George, who 
had represented the Berkeley and Oak- 
land district for more than a decade. 
Berkeley Citizens Action, Mayor Loni 
Hancock, Assemblyman Tom Bates 
and Congressman Ron Dellums all had 
asked the supervisors to allow Dellums 
aide Keith Carson to complete 
George’s term. 
But that solid progressive bloc was 
no match for the power of the real 
estate developers, who mounted a high- 


powered lobbying campaign to con- 
vince three of the four supervisors to 
appoint someone who would not be a 
substantial threat to the major develop- 
ment projects and pro-development 
land use proposals that will come 
before the board in the next year. 
Two of the central players in that 
lobbying effort, Ed de Silva and Jack 
Smith, were developers who may have 


‘a direct interest in major projects that 


could come before the board soon. 
With George on the board, the 
developers lacked a solid majority in 
favor of their schemes, and with 
Carson, the same would probably have 
been true. 

Widener, however, demonstrated 
during his term as Berkeley’s mayor 
that he was more than willing to bow to 
the demands of landlords and devel- 
opers over the interests of tenants and 
environmental groups. 

Joining with de Silva, Smith and the 
other developers in the battle to put 
Widener on the board were a number 
of current and former Berkeley elected 
officials with ties to the All Berkeley 


Coalition and the Berkeley Democratic 
Club. Among those who joined the 
developers’ lobbying team were 
Berkeley Councilmembers Shirley 
Dean and Mary Wainwright and 
former Councilmembers Andrea 
Washburn and Sue Hone. 

In other words, the south country real 
estate interests joined with Berkeley’s 
self-described ‘‘moderates’’ to keep 
Alameda County safe for environmen- 
tally disastrous development projects 
and to prevent a candidate who reflected 
John George’s political positions from 
succeeding him on the board. 


OHN GEORGE had long been 

an important part of the Dellums- 

Bates-BCA progressive coalition, 

and when he died of a heart at- 

tack on Dec. 10th, he left no ap- 

parent successor. Into this vacuum 
rushed a number of candidates. 

Supervisor Mary King publicly 
stated that the board should appoint 
someone in the same political mold as 
George, someone who would reflect 
the concerns and political tilt of his 
district, which included Berkeley and 
parts of north and east Oakland. 
Oakland City Councilmember and 
George aide Wilson Riles Jr. would 
have been the leading candidate for the 
job, but he took himself out of the run- 
ning, saying he planned to run for 
mayor of Oakland in 1990. 

The progressives debated over which 
of their number to unite behind, but 
eventually settled on Carson. 

Meanwhile, Berkeley politicians 
associated with the pro-landlord forces 
and south county developers began 
lobbying for Widener. 

Widener’s history made him express- 
ly qualified for this confluence of north 
and south county interests. Although 
he originally campaigned for mayor of 
Berkeley as pro-rent control and anti- 
redevelopment, throughout his tenure 


“as mayor, between 1971 and 1979, 


Widener voted against every rent con- 
trol measure before the City Council 
(rent control eventually was passed 
through voter initiative in 1978). He 
also championed the redevelopment 
plan for West Berkeley. In the process 
he showed he could talk a good liberal 
line, while keeping the progressives at 
bay and protecting the interests of the 
landlords and developers. 

In the intervening years, Widener ran 
an organization called the Urban Hous- 
ing Institute, Inc., which he described as 
a “nonprofit corporation that assists 
governments and nonprofit organiza- 
tions in developing affordable 
housing.’’ It was there he met Ed de 
Silva, a major highway builder in the 
county. 

Together, Widener and de Silva 
tried to develop some affordable hous- 
ing in an area of Oakland called Kings 
Estate. But, Widener told the Bay 
Guardian, ‘‘The land had too many 
geological problems that would be too 
expensive to do affordable housing. By 
the time you paid for site work and in- 








pee ;

frastructure and build a house it simply 
wouldn’t be affordable in terms of sell- 
ing or renting.”’ 

Widener abandoned the project, but 
he and de Silva remained friendly.As 
the progressives went through the pro- 
cess of selecting Carson, they all agreed 
that the last person they wanted was 
Warren Widener, whom they said had be- 
trayed them repeatedly and whom they 
had battled through the years he was 
Berkeley’s mayor. Not only had he 
voted against rent control regularly, he 
voted several times against South 
Africa divestment measures, slashed 
funds for local health clinics and voted 
against a feasibility study for munici- 
palizing PG&E. 

Supervisor Don Perata came out in 
support of Carson a week before the 
vote. But despite heavy lobbying by 
George’s allies, King announced a 
preference for Paul Cobb, director of 
Oakland Citizens Committee for Ur- 
ban Renewal. However, she let it be 
known she would cast a third vote for 
any candidate that garnered two. 

That left the power to the two south 


county supervisors, Charles Santana 
and Ed Campbell, the two with the 
closest ties to the developer community. 


WO MAJOR south county 

developers cranked the 

Widener lobbying effort 

into high gear. De Silva, of 

Oliver de Silva, Inc., a 
large highway builder, and Smith, the 
former mayor of Hayward who recently 
tried unsuccessfully to get the voters to 
approve a gigantic development called 
Las Positas, began using their political 
contacts and clout to ensure that Camp- 
bell and Santana were in their corner and 
to convince King to go along. 

Wilson Riles Jr. told the Bay Guard- 
ian that Smith was the ‘“‘chief political 
honcho”’ involved in pushing for 
Widener and that he lobbied Santana 
and Campbell on Widener’s behalf. 
Riles also said de Silva, who has a long- 
standing relationship with both Santana 
and Campbell, lobbied for Widener. 

“The initial meeting Campbell had

with Widener was at de Silva’s house,”’ 
Riles noted. 

Campbell confirmed the meeting did 
take place, but downplayed de Silva’s 
actions. ‘“‘He was just one of the many 
individuals who called me,’’ Campbell 
told the Bay Guardian. He insisted that 
other criteria were more important in his 
decision, that Widener was a “known 
product” who had ‘‘good working rela- 
tionships’’ with other politicians. 

Perata told the Guardian he too had 
talked to de Silva, whom he character- 
ized as a friend. ‘‘We discussed my posi- 
tion. He wanted to know my reasons for 
supporting Carson. We talked about 
what I was doing and why.” He said no 
other developers had lobbied him. 

“Perhaps making my preference 
known early, people just decided to go 
elsewhere. I kept hearing that developers 
lobbied other supervisors, but no one 
confided in me about that.” 

According to Riles, what really turned 
the tide for Widener was the ability of 
the pro-Widener forces to pull Berkeley 
“‘moderates”’ into the action. By bring- 
ing in current and former councilmem- 
bers, the Widener forces were able to 
convince the supervisors that their can- 
didate would be able to survive an elec- 
tion campaign against Carson — that, in 
other words, he had the ability to survive 
for the long haul in a district that had 
given overwhelming support to George. 

‘‘They put on a real effort in the last 
couple of weeks with Campbell and 
Santana to demonstrate that they had 
some political power in Berkeley, that 
they would be supporting Widener and 
that he could survive an election,’’ 
Riles said. ‘“They argued that all he 
needed was to carry half of Berkeley 
and that he could get most of the Oak- 
land part of the district.’’ 

This lobbying road show — featur- 
ing Dean, Wainwright, Washburn and 
Hone — went to King and Perata as 
well. King was impressed, she said, and 
became persuaded that Widener really 
had a base — even though all the local 
Democratic clubs, many neighborhood 
associations and the vast majority of 
the constituents who had contacted her 
supported Carson. 

Perata, on the other hand, was not 
moved. ‘‘My understanding was that 
the constituency who worked closely 
with John were the people who were 
with Keith,’’ he said. 

So when the vote came down, Camp- 
bell nominated Widener, Santana 
quickly seconded it and King dutifully

provided the third vote, leaving Perata 
to make it unanimous, “‘in the spirit of 
unity.”’ 


4 URPRISE, surprise. De- 
velopers run Alameda 


County,” Rachel Richman, , 


a longtime BCA activist 

and aide to Assemblyman 
Tom Bates, noted in the wake of the 
vote. ‘‘This is nothing new. It’s just that 
no one ever talks about it.”’ 

And indeed, neither the Chronicle 
nor the Examiner mentioned anything 
about developer influence on the selec- 
tion of Widener. The Oakland 
Tribune, the largest daily in Alameda 
County, made only a passing reference 
to developers lobbying for Widener 
without mentioning any names or ask- 
ing why. 

Campaign contribution records for 


the supervisors are confusing — many . 


donations come from innocuous- 
sounding companies that list no 
description of the business they are 
engaged in. Others are hidden behind 
the names of wives, relatives and 
employees of developers. 

Nevertheless, it is clear that all of the 
incumbent supervisors have received 
significant amounts of money from de- 
velopers. In 1988, Santana received 
$7,750 and Campbell $11,600 in iden- 
tifiable contributions from developers 
and real estate interests. Perata and King 
have also received sizable donations 
from these sources. The one exception 
was George, who received little money 
from developers. Most of his donations 
came from health-care professionals, 
medical clinics and labor organizations. 

George had always taken an en- 
vironmentalist approach to develop- 
ment issues. He was the sole vote on the 
board against Smith’s Las Positas proj- 
ect, and had worked for a comprehen- 
sive plan for Southern Pacific’s develop- 
ment along the I-80 corridor that would 
have required open space, housing and 
public access to the estuary. 

“John was not anti-development,”’ 
Carson told the Bay Guardian. ‘‘But he 
also took into consideration the 
ecological effect it’s going to have, the 
additional traffic congestion, air pollu- 
tion, sewage. He was concerned there 
was a lot of infrastructure within the 
city core of the county, vacant 
buildings and land in Oakland and 
Berkeley, that could be developed and 
not have as great a negative impact on 
the environment.”’ 

Mark Evanoff, field director for Peo- 
ple for Open Space, an environmental 
organization fighting sprawling ur- 
banization throughout the Bay Area, 


agreed. “‘John George was always very 
firm about revitalizing cities and not 
opening up new lands to urbanization,” 
he told the Bay Guardian. 

Noting that developers can already 
count on Santana’s and Campbell’s 
votes, Evanoff said he is concerned 
about Widener’s selection. ‘‘It’s my 
fear that there are now three solid votes 
for development,”’ he explained. 

Evanoff has good cause for his fears. 
The county Planning Department has 
proposed an amendment to the open 
space element of the county’s General 
Plan that would reduce the minimum 
parcel size and allow consideration of 
development on a case-by-case basis 
without regional planning. This 
amendment is being pushed by Camp- 
bell’s appointee to the Planning Com- 
mission, chair Tuny Dunkley, and will 
be coming before the Board of Super- 
visors within the next few months. 

Jack Smith also has a project slated 
to come before the board soon. He has 
been representing the Currin Construc- 
tion Co. in front of the Planning Com- 
mission. The company is trying to get 
approval for its Oak Tree Farm pro- 
ject, a residential development of 65 
houses on a 10l1-acre site south of 
Pleasanton. Smith also wants to revive 
Las Positas. 

De Silva’s company, Oliver de Silva 
Inc., has received more than $1.8 
million in county highway construction 
contracts since 1985. He also stands to 
gain significantly from the half-cent 
sales tax hike for highway improve- 
ment passed in 1986, which will raise $1 
billion over the next 15 years — mostly 
for new highway construction. 

Widener told the Bay Guardian he 
didn’t understand why people con- 
sidered him to be pro-development. 
However, he refused to take a position 
on the change in the open space policy 
of the county’s General Plan that 
would make further development 
easier. He said he would talk with a 
wide cross section of people, including 
the Sierra Club, before making a deci- 
sion on development issues. ‘‘After a 
few votes, you can put a label on me,”’ 
he said. 

In the meantime, the seat for the 5th 
Supervisorial District comes up for elec- 
tion in 1990, and Carson is already in the 
process of filing candidacy papers for 
the position and setting up a formal 
campaign structure. Even with the ad- 
vantage of running as the incumbent, 
Widener will have to worry about his 
voting record immediately, as he ponders 
whether the voters who have overwhelm- 
ingly supported George for years will be 
willing to accept him asareplacement. 
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ERRY BROWN’S MYSTERY MONEY 


The former governor has raised a huge war chest for his state party chair 
campaign. But he won't disclose the source, amount or disposition 
of his money. Why?

HE EFFORT by former 

Governor Jerry Brown to 

take over the chairmanship 

of the California Demo- 

cratic Party, which will 
come to a head at the party’s conven- 
tion this weekend, has raised difficult 
and important issues for a party that 
can’t seem to win the top executive of- 
fice in the state or the nation. In news- 
paper reports and party caucuses, 
Democratic officials and party activists 
have wrangled repeatedly over ques- 
tions like these: 

Is Brown really running for state par- 
ty chair — or for president of the United 
States? Can the former governor, who 
was soundly defeated for U.S. Senate 
in 1982, makea political comeback and 
bring the party with him? Is Brown the 
right person to lead the party into the 
1990s — or is he a throwback to an earlier 
and very different political age? 

But the Brown campaign has raised 
another important issue, too — one that 
has received only limited publicity and 
generated far too little discussion inside 
the party. It can be summed up in two 
words: Sewer money. 

For years, leading Democrats like 
Assembly Speaker Willie Brown have 
collected and spent appalling amounts 
of campaign money from major cor- 
porations and special interests — and 
often, those big donors have been 
rewarded with favorable action on key 
legislation. 

The passage of Proposition 73 last 
year shifted much of the legal authority 
to raise and spend statewide funds for 
partisan candidates away from the 
Assembly and Senate leadership, and 
into the hands of the party chairs. In 
other words, Jerry Brown, who was a 
sponsor of the landmark 1974 Political : 


Reform Act, could soon be in a posi- 
tion to reform his party’s abominable 
campaign finance practices. 

But in his campaign for party chair, 
Brown has expressed little substantive 
interest in that sort of reform. In fact, 
his campaign has been marked by some 
disturbing financial practices of its 
own. For example: 

@ Brown has already spent a tremen- 
dous amount of money running for par- 
ty chairman. But the Political Reform 
Act does not require candidates for par- 
ty offices to disclose the source of their 
contributions, and Brown has refused to 
do so on his own. He has also failed to 
address — much less propose action on 
— the glaring loophole in state law that 
the disclosure exemption for party can- 
didates represents. 
® Brown’s office says the only source 
of money for his campaign is the 
federal political action committee 
Brown set up in 1983. But that PAC 
had less than $82,000 on hand when 
Brown began his campaign, Federal 
Election Commission records show. 
Brown’s opponents say they believe the 
former governor spent far more than 
$150,000 on his campaign. 
@ The Brown campaign has ties to one 
of the state’s most powerful and cor- 
rupt special interests, Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company. PG&E’s general 
counsel and chief political operative, 
Joe Kelly, is Brown’s brother-in-law. 
San Francisco Assemblyman John 
Burton, who feuded bitterly with 
Brown in the 1970s, has shown his tacit 
support for the former governor by 
staying neutral in the campaign. Bur- 
ton has been and reportedly still is on 
PG&E’s payroll as a private attorney. 
One source familiar with PG&E’s po- 
litical operations told the Bay Guardian 
Burton reports directly to Joe Kelly. 
Although Brown was a leading op- 


ponent of the Diablo Canyon nuclear 
power plant in the the 1970s, he has said 
nothing about Diablo during his cam- 
paign and has failed to criticize the deal 
between Attorney General John Van 
de Kamp, the state Public Utilities 
Commission and Los Angles lawyer 
and party leader Warren Christopher, 
who represented PG&E, that stuck the 
ratepayers with most of the bill for 
PG&E’s Diablo mistakes (see Bay 
Guardian, 10/19/88). 

Last fall, PG&E gave $7,500 to the 
California Democratic Party. 


ROPOSITION 73 made 

profound changes in the 

way party leaders raise and 

spend money on behalf of 

candidates for state offices. 
Until the proposition became law, 
Assembly and Senate leaders like Willie 
Brown and David Roberti were free to 
raise millions of dollars for their own 
campaign committees, then disburse 
big chunks of that money to support 
their favorite candidates in local 
Assembly races. 

The so-called ‘‘transfers’’ gave 
Willie Brown and Roberti tremendous 
influence over the members of their 
houses. Assembly members who pleased 
the speaker would receive substan- 
tial fundraising assistance for their re- 
election campaigns, and those who 
angered him would receive little or 
nothing from his war chest. 

The practice also gave tremendous 
clout to major interest groups and 
powerful corporations that donated 
the money to the legislative leaders. To 
raise more than a million dollars every 
two years, Willie Brown had to do a lot 
of favors for a lot of major donors. 

Prop. 73 banned transfers from one 
candidate to another, and effectively 
thrust the role of party kingmaker into 


the hands of the state party chair. The 
person who takes control of the party 
this year will be responsible for raising 
the millions Willie Brown and Roberti 
once raised — and for deciding how to 
disburse it among the 80 Assembly 
races and 20 Senate races that come up 
every two years. 

That increase in power is almost cer- 
tainly a major reason for the high- 
stakes campaign that has been waged 
this year for the Democratic Party 
chairmanship. Never before have can- 
didates for that office raised and spent 
such substantial sums of money or 
mounted such extensive — and bitter 
— campaigns. 

At this point, Jerry Brown is the odds- 
on favorite to win a majority of the 2,800 
delegates who are eligible to vote at the 
state convention in Sacramento this 
weekend. His only remaining oppo- 
nent, San Mateo lawyer Steve Westley, 
appears to have only a fraction of the 
delegate support that Brown has. 

‘‘We feel pretty good about it at this 
point,’’ Brown’s press secretary, Cliff 
Staton, told the Bay Guardian. 

However, until recently, Brown 
faced a more serious challenge, from 
Neil Eisenberg, a San Francisco lawyer 
amd party fundraiser who had attacked 
Brown vocally on anumber of issues, in- 
cluding his stand on abortion, and had 
made some inroads into the former 
governor’s support, especially among 
pro-choice organizations. 


OOVER the past few months, 
Brown has organized a crack 
campaign team to out- 
maneuver Eisenberg and wrap 
up the nomination. In key 
areas, like San Francisco, Los Angeles 
and Sacramento, Brown installed full- 
time operatives. He hired veteran 
organizer Marshall Ganz to ensure that 
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his supporters turned out at caucuses 
that elected delegates to the convention. 

Right now, Brown’s organization 
has 17 paid staff people, Staton told the 
Bay Guardian. However, during the 
most heated campaign period in De- 
cember, Brown had as many as 26 paid 
organizers, according to Political 
Pulse, a respected Sacramento 
political newsletter. 

Brown has used phone banks, direct 
mail and polling to augment his cam- 
paign, Staton said. 

All of which costs money. Staton in- 
sists that the campaign has spent a total 
of just $150,000, and that all of it came 
from Brown’s federal USA PAC. 
However, Eisenberg, who has spent 
considerable time raising money for 
political campaigns, told the Bay 
Guardian that figure is extremely low. 

“I know a $150,000 campaign when 
I see one,’’ Eisenberg said. ‘‘And this is 
not a $150,000 campaign. If that man 
doesn’t end up spending half a million 
dollars or more before this is over, then 
I know nothing about politics. I predict 
that he may spend a million.”’ 

Press reports in the Los Angeles 
Times and San Jose Mercury News have 
put the total at $200,000 to $300,000. 

Brown’s USA PAC, however, has 
nowhere near that much money in it. 
According to Federal Election Com- 
mission records, USA PAC took in 
$256,663 in 1983 and 1984, its first two 
years of existence. The PAC disbursed 
$175,650 during that period, leaving it 
with $81,013. 

In 1985 and 1986, the PAC took in 
$10,490 and disbursed $22,557. In 1987 
and 1988, it raised $9,214 and spent 
$27,362. As of Dec. 31, 1988, USA PAC 
had $50,797 on hand, the reports show. 

The money Brown’s PAC spent in 
1988 went mostly to congressional 
campaigns in California. He gave 
$5,000 to the campaign of Anna 
Eshoo, $5,000 to the campaign of Gary 
K. Hart and $5,000 to McCarthy for 
U.S. Senate, for example. He also gave 
$3,600 to the San Francisco Democra- 
tic County Central Committee. 

It’s possible that Brown has raised 
more money for USA PAC since the 
last filing deadline. It’s also possible 
that he has used his own money, or that 
of family and friends, to finance his 
campaign. He may also have bypassed 
the PAC altogether, and collected 
money from corporations or other big 
donors directly for his party chair battle. 

And no matter which of those sources 
he tapped, he is under no state require- 
ment to disclose the contributions. 
Even if he discloses some money later 
through federal PAC filings, he will 
never have to show precisely where he 
spent his state campaign money. 

Staton told the Bay Guardian that 
Brown violated no laws, and that he 
had no intention of making any further 
disclosures. ‘“‘I think the Democratic 
Party has a lot more important things 
to worry about,’ he said. ‘‘With all due 
respect, I think you’re just fishing for 
an issue.”” 

But Brown is moving to take over a 
critical, high-profile post in the 
Democratic Party, and perhaps is moy- 
ing to launch a presidential campaign. 
For a party that has had serious pro- 
blems with sewer money, and a can- 
didate who once had a reputation as a 
political reformer, the image the cur- 
rent Brown campaign is projecting is 
not terribly good. 





PS: The list of contributors who gave more than 
$500 to USA PAC is 10 pages long and contains 
more than 100 names. Most appear to be L.A.-area 
lawyers, entertainers and businesspeople who were 
close to Brown while he was governor. Some promi- 
nent San Franciscans appear on the list, including 
Nancy Pelosi, who gave $500, Louise Swig, who 
gave $500, Law Wilson, who gave $600, and Don 
Werby, who gave $5,000. 

Eisenberg ’'s $20,000 campaign fund came largely 
from local contributors who had worked with him 
in past campaigns. Among his largest donors was 
Duane Garrett, who gave $1,500, The bulk of the 
money came from a $250-a-head fundraiser, which 
attracted 80 people.

doms was a young man’s worst 

nightmare, Neither the elderly 
pharmacist nor the schoolgirl 
trainee working behind the counter 
seemed sympathetic to one’s cause, 
always drawing out the process with 
tiresome questions: Lubricated? 
Reservoir tip? Three-, six- or 
12-pack? Yes, yes, six — and may I 
have a brown paper bag please? 

But those days are long over, 
especially with the advent of AIDS. 
As they have done for the past 
several years, groups will be bring- 
ing rubbers out of the drugstores 
and into the streets, giving them 
away for free on street corners, to 
celebrate National Condom Week. 

Founded in 1978 to reduce the in- 
cidence of sexually transmitted 
diseases and unintended preg- 
nancies, National Condom Week 
focuses on educating people about 
condoms and their use. Event or- 
ganizers order packages of informa- 
tional brochures, buttons, T-shirts 
or posters and are given free con- 
dom and lubricant samples to give 
away. The Condom Resource Cen- 
ter in Oakland provides a frame- 
work of technical assistance and 
sells the materials, but leaves NCW 
participants free to design their own 
programs. 

The program, says Bense, ‘‘is de- 
signed to increase awareness and 
make condom usage part of the 
public vernacular.’? John Mayer, 
Berkeley’s ‘‘Dik-athlon’’ organ- 
izer (see below), says that fun events 
encourage people to talk about 
birth control and protection from 
sexually transmitted diseases. 
“They’ve always wanted to talk 
about it and the atmosphere really 
loosens them up,”’ he notes.

An independent filmmaker creates 
heroic stories about real-life America 


By Kurt Wolff 


OBERT Gardner’s films 
are proof of the thriving 
middle. ground between 
mainstream Hollywood 
features and conceptually 
“<difficult’’ art films and documen- 
taries. His two feature films, Clarence 
and Angel and King James Version, 
were produced on a shoestring budget, 
but aren’t meant to scare viewers away. 
They are entertaining stories — but 
they’re set in real-life America. 

“In some ways I think the politics are 
always there,” Gardner told the Bay 
Guardian in a telephone interview from 
Washington D.C. “‘It’s always a part 
of everything you do. I operate first 
from the story.” 

Both films are fictional, though 
based in part on real-life situations 
Gardner has either encountered on the 
street or heard about through people 
he’s met. Though his stories are 
straightforward, his film techniques 
are too ‘“‘different”’ to suit Hollywood. 
His laid-back camera style, his use of 
unprofessional actors and his genius at 
integrating world music and play- 
ground rhymes into his characters’ 





conversations mark him as an 
“American independent”’ filmmaker. 

Though his work has never had first- 
run distribution, both films have done 
very well on both the festival circuit and 
in specialty houses in larger cities. King 
James Version, for example, recently 
played for three straight months in 
London. The York Theatre screens 
Clarence and Angel and King James 
Version on Feb. 12th-15th as part of its 
Black History Month program. 

Clarence and Angel, finished in 1980 
for $75,000, is the story of a seventh- 
grade black boy who can’t read. He 
struggles to learn, but his inability dis- 
rupts an already volatile classroom and 
the teacher puts him out in the hallway 
for ‘‘disrupting’’ the class. There he 
meets Angel, a Puerto Rican kid who 
loves Bruce Lee movies, and begins to 
learn to read. 

The story of Clarence comes from 
two sources. The first is a short film 
Gardner did during film school in New 
York called J Can Hear You All the 
Way Down the Hall. The second is 
when, during the break between a two- 
part college exam, Gardner got to talk- 
ing with another student. ‘‘He told me 
that he never went to school until he 





was 13. It intrigued me right away 
*cause I learned to read when I was 
four. He told me about getting put out 
in the hallway for fighting, and out in 
the hallway he met this boy who taught 
him how to read. So I took this germ of 
a story and built the film around it. 

‘‘L_earning to read is probably one of 
the first magical periods in your life, so 
I thought it would make an interesting 
film. In the films that kids saw, the 
story was always centered around some 
superhero, like somebody who could 
fly — something that was larger than 
life. So I was after some fairly heroic 
sort of situation where the heroism is 
the kid learning to read. 

““Some people would say that I’m try- 
ing to get at the children’s lives, that it’s 
fairly oppressive,’’ Gardner continues. 
“The truth is, when I made Clarence | 
was working for the first time as a direc- 
tor, and I thought, well, I’ll work with 
children, ’cause I know that these kids 
will do exactly what I tell them to do. An 
adult might question me a lot more. It 
really gave me a chance to explore and to 
watch my own work.”” 

Gardner first developed the idea for 
his next film, King James Version, while 
in the editing room with Clarence. 
“Every night you would hear these peo- 
ple preaching on the corner — and all 
day long. I noticed that nobody paid 
them any attention. I began to wonder: 
Does this person have a life besides the 
corner? Do they have children? How 
does their preaching on the corner affect 
their family? It’s literally from those few 
questions that I began to formulate King 
James Version.”” 

This questioning developed into the 
story of Rachel, a 12-year-old girl in 
New York whose father is a hard-line 
go-to-church-every-day Baptist, and 
whose mother is a street corner 
preacher. The film is from Rachel’s 
perspective, and concerns her coming-

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of-age and learning to form her own 
opinions and beliefs independently 
from her parents, as well as exploring 
her family’s attempts to reconcile its 
differences. 

“Tt wasn’t something totally from 
my imagination,’’ Gardner says. ‘‘It’s 
almost as if I were going out to record 
what that kind of life would be like. I 
researched the situation. I would go to 
schools, to churches and watch people. 
And I met with the people, went to their 
homes, always trying to get at what 
their lives were like.”’ 

None of the actors in either film is a 
“‘professional’’ and many are in both 
films, Gardner has now formed a small 
acting company of people with whom 
he is comfortable working. ‘‘They’re 
not known actors, but ones that | 
thought were good,’’ he says. The 
children he found not through a casting 
agency, but in the classrooms of neigh- 
borhood schools. ‘‘I didn’t want kids 
who had done commercials or been in 
films because they have a shtick. It’s a 
good shtick for what they do, but it’s 
just one note. 

“‘So,’’ he continues, ‘‘I went to grade 
schools. I would get the principal’s per- 
mission, but I wouldn’t necessarily tell 
the teacher that I was making a film. I 
would tell her that I was a student 
teacher, and she’d let me sit in on the 
class. | hung out for a few weeks just 
watching the kids. Maybe for the first 
few days they were on best behavior, but 
after that they became themselves.”’ 

Though both films are fictional 
stories, there are important social con- 
cerns inherent in the material. King 
James, for example, shows how a 
young girl’s life can be pulled apart by 
her parents. Clarence and Angel shows 
a school system where a boy who can’t 
read is thrown into the hallway. 

“T felt that I didn’t have to comment 
on the teacher at all,’’ Gardner says. 
“Some people read it as she’s over- 
worked; some read it as she just doesn’t 
care. It wasn’t that she didn’t care, it was 
just easier, if you’ve got a kid who’s 
disruptive, to put him in the hallway.’’ 

Though grounded in truth, Gardner’s 
stories have been criticized for a lack of 
“real life.”’ To that, Gardner replies, 
“One complaint is that a boy wouldn’t 
learn to read that quickly. Well of 
course you wouldn’t learn to read in 90 
minutes, but I think people need to see 
people win, to go through a process, 
and come out ahead.’’ 

A second accusation centers around 
the distinct lack, in both films, of curs- 
ing, drugs or sex. ‘‘I did that because I 
met tons of kids in New York City who 
didn’t do drugs, didn’t curse and for 
whom sex wasn’t the biggest thing go- 
ing on,’’ Gardner explains. ‘I also 
realized that, if I did include those 
things, the very kids I was making this 
film for wouldn’t have been able to 
come and see it.”’ 

In the end of each film, some kind 
of ‘‘good’’ comes out of each tragic 
situation. Rachel begins to make her 
own decisions; Clarence learns to 
read. For Gardner, this seems to be the 
bottom line. 

“In the end, what’s important is 
what’s happening to the boys, and to 
the little girl — not the politics of it. 
And it’s not a rejection of politics at all. 
In fact, I think it’s even stronger 
because all the time you’re watching it 
you know that [the social concerns are] 
all there. If I can take the viewer into 
the culture where there’s real depth, I 
don’t have to argue for the humanity of 
the characters. It’s not even about that. 
They’re just going about their living. In 
a way it’s an awareness of how people 
operate within all that and still come 
out of it as full human beings.” a

The Holy City Zoo annual reunion celebrates more than 
a decade of San Francisco comedy

HE HOLY CITY Zoo may 

be a funny name for a 

comedy club, but there’s 

really something both 

sacred and wild about the 
tiny Clement Street night spot, which 
celebrates its annual reunion Feb. 11th 
at the Fillmore Auditorium. 

“We called it ‘The Church,’ ” 
testifies veteran stand-up comedian 
Jose Simon, who rubbed funny bones 
there with the likes of Robin Williams, 
Michael Pritchard and Bob Sarlatte in 
the mid-’70s. Although the annual re- 
unions have taken place only during the 
three years of ownership by Bob Fisher 
and Jim Samuels, they celebrate 
more than a decade of Zoo comedy. 

In the 1960s, the club was slapped 
together with lumber from a Santa 
Cruz chapel, and opened its doors to the 
flower children with a mixture of folk 
singing and belly dancing. The Zoo went 
through several changes of ownership 
and format. Comedy finally gained a 
foothold in the early ’70s when stand-up 
Tony De Paul — who acted as de facto 
manager of the club — established com- 
edians’ open mikes on off days. For 
Simon and the other patriarchs of San 
Francisco stand-up, the Zoo became a 
gathering place for emerging talent, 
where they could jive each other and 
take turns dispensing wine and beer at 
the bar, as well as witness the genesis of a 
not-yet-commercialized art form. 

“There weren’t a lot of polished per- 
formers, so it was easy to get a lot of 
stage time,”’ recalls Sarlatte, who did 
his first-ever set at the Zoo in 1976. “‘It 
was like playing to friends, like playing 
at a party... . There wasn’t a lot of 
oneupsmanship, because everybody 
was just starting out.”” 

There was also much more of an op- 
portunity for ‘‘conceptual’” humor 
because there was less distinction be- 
tween the stand-ups and the variety acts 
that played the Zoo and other ex- 
perimental venues such as the Open 
Theatre (across Clement Street) and the 
Intersection on Union Street. ‘‘A lot of 
people did it as therapy, almost,’’ notes 
Sarlatte, ‘‘and there were a lot of people 
who had no intention of staying in it.” 

Within a year of Sarlatte’s debut, 
though, the Zoo had switched to a full- 
time comedy format (the city’s first), 


which included workshops in comedy 
writing and performance, conducted 
by Simon and John Cantu. One of the 
future stars attracted to the Tuesday 
open mikes was Bobby Slayton, who 
delivered his maiden set in 1977. “The 
Zoo was really strange,’’ says Slayton. 
“One night you’d get a great audience, 
one night a horrible audience — it 
changed every night.”’ 

But it and the Other Cafe in the 
Haight-Ashbury were the only regular 
audiences until the Punchline opened its 
swank downtown doors in 1979. Even 
with competition, the Zoo retained its 
clubhouse status, partly because it 
stayed open later than other clubs. A 
1979 article in Playboy and continuing 
praise from Robin Williams, who had 
ascended to television fame, brought the 
club national notice. 

Rebecca Erwin, hired as manager in 
1980, has been described by alumnus 
Michael Pritchard as the Zoo’s ‘‘Den 
Mother.” Still serving in that function, 
Erwin recalls more ‘‘originality’’ in the 
acts that passed through the club at the 
beginning of her tenure. They included 
the cream of the improv groups that 
flourished then: Papaya Juice, the Na- 
tional Theater of the Deranged and 
Spaghetti Jam. 

About that time, Zoo owners aban- 
doned the original ‘‘egalitarian”’ 
system of booking acts in favor of the 
hierarchical headliner-middle act- 
emcee system used by other clubs and 
reduced the number of open mikes. 
Current Zoo owner Bob Fisher, who at 
that time was a doorman at the Punch- 
line (but a loyal Zoo fan), regretted the 
change. ‘“‘It took away a lot of stage 
time, particularly from the aspiring and 
developing comics,”’ says Fisher. “‘But 
it was a question of money: You could 
charge more for regularly scheduled 
shows than you could for open mikes.”’ 

The Zoo’s reputation survived 
changes in ownership and policy, and 
continued to attract younger per- 
formers such as David Feldman, who’d 
been advised to visit the club before his 
emigration from his native New York. “I 
thought it was a lobby, where you waited 
before you were seated,’’ Feldman 
recalls of his first Zoo stop in 1982. 
“The atmosphere was one of desper- 
ation and fear, but once you were ac- 
cepted as a comic there, it took on a 
spiritual feeling . . . it was very real, 


pure comedy.” °. 

Older alumni who were reaping the 
Eighties rewards of success at fancier 
clubs and huge concert halls sometimes 
found it tough to return to their point 
of origin. ‘‘I used to have killer sets 
there, but when I came back, I didn’t 
have the magic,’’ admits Sarlatte. “‘I 
think it’s because jokes'there, as such, 
generally don’t get laughs. ... You 
can’t do anything stagy there, you 
can’t hide behind the facade of being a 
performer.” 

In 1984, Ron Kakiki and Tom 
Sawyer, who were operating the 
original Cobb’s Pub on Chestnut St., 
took over the Zoo. They changed its 
name to the Ha Ha a Go Go, and 
redecorated it in Hollywood purple. 
Whether or not because of its make- 
over, the club began to lose its aura, its 
customers and the beloved Erwin, and 
by mid-1986 there was a threat to sell 
the property to a Chinese bakery. 

Fisher, who had established a suc- 
cessful talent management operation, 
stepped in to save the tradition, in the 
company of stand-up Jim Samuels. 
The new co-owners sandblasted the 
purple paint off the premises, installed 
a quality sound system and lighting, 
brought back Erwin and purchased the 
Zoo name. Fisher also decided to re- 
establish a so-called ‘‘Boston system”’ 
of booking, where ‘‘a typical weekend 
will include a national headliner of 
some prominence right next to a local 
favorite right next to a complete 
unknown.”’ All these acts receive equal 
pay and stage time. 

Open mikes were restored on Sun- 
day, Monday and Tuesday. Showcases 
featuring a variety of established Bay 
Area comics were set for Wednesday 
and Thursday. Within a few months, 
the wild and the faithful began to 
return to the fold. 

Although many past Zoo owners 
were plagued by financial problems, 
Fisher and Samuels say they’re in the 
black. ‘‘The Zoo is now financially suc- 
cessful, in that we’re barely able to pay 
our bills, and we can make a small 
enough profit that Jim and I don’t get 
completely demoralized,’’ reports 
Fisher. ‘‘In terms of the comics, it’s 
financially successful for those comics 
who are not used to making more 
money, but for other comics, it’s

not. . .acomic can literally make five 
times what the Zoo pays him at a 
regular plush 200-seat club. 

Nevertheless, Fisher’s office is 
besieged by calls from successful acts 
wanting to play the Zoo. Some of them 
are out-of-towners wanting an entree 
into the San Francisco scene, and 
others are Hollywood hopefuls who 
find the weekend bookings fit into their 
schedule better than a longer one. 
Fisher uses the club as a “‘laboratory”’ 
for his management clients, who cur- 
rently include recent San Francisco 
Stand-Up Competition winner Mike 
Dugan, Liz Winstead, the Lank & Earl 
duo and partner Samuels. 

There are also frequent and un- 
heralded visits from alumni like 
Williams and Sarlatte, who want to 
keep their chops up before their ap- 
pearances on film or TV. ‘‘If you can 
kill at the Zoo,’’ Fisher says, ‘‘you can 
kill anywhere.” 

While Fisher successfully resusci- 
tated the Zoo, he noticed that its am- 
bience as a neighborhood club was more 
and more anachronous. ‘‘The Rich- 
mond District has changed drastically in 
the last ten years,’’ he points out. ‘‘It’s 
not really an English-speaking 
neighborhood anymore, and Asians 
[who now occupy much of the area] 
don’t tend to come to the Zoo for 
entertainment.”’ 

“There used to be a lot of singles in 
the Richmond six Or seven years ago,”’ 
adds Erwin, ‘‘but now people don’t 
hang out so much.”’ 

After scouting for new locations, 
Fisher late last year announced plans to 
open a branch of the Zoo on a weekend 
basis in the Courtyard Cafe at Sanchez 
and 24th Streets, in the heart of Noe 
Valley’s commercial district. ‘“We’re 
bringing a small comedy club [50 seats] 
into a neighborhood of rather well- 
educated people whose demographics in 
terms of age are absolutely perfect for a 
comedy audience,”’ Fisher declares. 

He planned to open the new Zoo in 
conjunction with this weekend’s Re- 
union at the Fillmore Auditorium. But 
delays in obtaining the necessary per- 
mits from the city’s Planning Depart- 
ment and the police has postponed the 
occasion, perhaps to next month. 

In addition, Fisher, Samuels and 
Courtyard owner Davood Mozaffari 
have had to confront the skepticism of 
the Friends of Noe Valley and the East 
& West of Castro Street Improvement 
Club, two groups of activist residents 
who monitor incursions on the quiet or 
parking in their homey, Victorian 
neighborhood. Friends co-chair 
Jacques Bertrand anticipates a spirited 
debate on the subject by his group’s 
steering committee this week. ‘‘Some 
see it as totally out of character for Noe 
Valley,’’ he says, ‘‘but I see it as being in 
character for the same reason: What 
better thing than to go down to 24th 
Street and have a good laugh?’’ 

Fisher expects more than 700 fans to 
be laughing at a menagerie of Zoo 
alumni brought on to the stage of the 
Fillmore Auditorium this Saturday. 
The list of performers, not set until the 
night of the show, is likely to include 
many of the above-mentioned names, 
along with the likes of ringmaster Alex 
Bennett, Larry ‘‘Bubbles’? Brown, 
Will Durst, Jake Johannsen, Tom 
Kenny, Steven Pearl, Warren Thomas 
and many more. 

And the same funny faces will con- 
tinue to appear at closer range in the 
Richmond, and maybe soon in Noe 
Valley. “‘It’s ironic about the Zoo,” 
muses Michael Pritchard. ‘“‘It’s just a 
hole-in-the-wall, but everybody wants 
to hang out there.”’ |

So while I have no ob- 
vious explanation, your condition is 
not unheard of. I too say ‘‘consider 
yourself lucky’’; you can get a doctor’s 
prescription for sex every 24 hours. 


g!’m currently involved in a rela- 

tionship with a wonderful man. 
Every facet of this relationship seems to 
be ideal except for one. My vaginal mus- 
cles involuntarily tighten up, making in- 
tercourse uncomfortable. I saw my 
gynecologist and she says there is 
nothing physically wrong with me. Are 
there exercises I can do to loosen me up? 


Ar Kegel exercises, tighten- 
@ ing and relaxing the same muscles 
that control the flow of urine, may give 
you more voluntary control over these 
muscles. (You can find more exact how- 
to descriptions of these exercises in most 
good sexual education books, such as 
Becoming Orgasmic, Heiman and 
Lopiccolo, Prentice Hall, $8.95 in 
paperback.) 

As I think you already suspect, how- 
ever, often responses such as you de- 


scribe are psychological, stemming per- 
haps from some trauma in your past or 
from ambivalent feelings toward your 
present partner. If patience and increas- 
ing familiarity with your lover don’t 
work, consider consulting a sex therapist 
for specific relaxation exercises.

Free tax help in San Francisco 


With the tax season well under way, 
it's comforting to know that there are 
places to turn besides the omni- 
present busy signal at the IRS. (If you 
still want to reach the IRS, you can 
try calling Monday through Friday, 7 
am-10 pm and Saturday and Sunday, 
1-5 pm at 800-424-1040.) 

Fortunately, free tax assistance is 
available at several locations in the 
Bay Area. Most services will be 
offered through the week of April 
15th, unless otherwise noted. Many 
of these services are restricted to 
helping non-English speakers, senior 
citizens, low-income families, stu- 
dents and the disabled. All services 
are offered in English; programs 
offering additional languages are 
indicated in the listings 

Appointments are required at most 
locations, and you should call for 
them as soon as possible, as the 
available slots fill up quickly. 

These free tax assistance pro- 
grams are provided by a number of 
people, many of whom are volun- 
teers. Some have been trained by the 
IRS, such as the volunteers for the 
American Association of Retired 
Persons, and some are professional 
lawyers and accountants, like many 
of the volunteers for Tax-Aid 

In order to make their job easier 
and to avoid making more than one 
trip, taxpayers are advised to bring 
along past income tax returns, 1988 
wage and interest information, social 
security numbers for yourself and 
your dependents, your landlord's 
name, address and telephone num- 
ber (for renter’s credit), receipts for 
deductible items and any state and 
federal tax forms you may have 
received in the mail 

There are also federal- and state- 
sponsored avenues of help. The State 
Franchise Tax Board has a new 
automated service for those with 
push-button phones who have 
questions about their state tax 
returns. The service, known as FAST 
(Fast Answers about State Taxes) is a 
toll-free line you can use to get 
recorded answers to many questions 
about state income taxes. To use the 
service, you'll need to have your tax 
booklet readily available to key in 
information codes. The service is 
available Monday through Saturday, 6 
am-10 pm, by calling 800-338-0505 

In addition, the IRS has produced a 
series of VHS videos, Tax Tips on 
Tape, which are available at the San 
Francisco Public Library's video 
department; for information call 
558-5634. These tapes are targeted 
for specific taxpayer groups, 
including exempt organizations, 
people who have moved, educators, 
municipal and civil servants and more

DISTURBING DUALITY 


Brilliant food, poor service at Mirabelles

E’VE ALL HAD the 

unsettling experience 

of eating out in a 

restaurant that suf- 

fers from a glaring 
duality. There could be a great view 
and lousy food, great food that’s too 
expensive, wonderful food and service 
but impossible parking. 

Generally speaking, though, it’s 
unusual to find a restaurant with 
outstanding food and poor service. 
The healthy restaurant equation simply 
works like this, or should: If there is 
great attention and consideration in the 
kitchen, then there’s usually the same if 
not more attention given to the dining 
room. 

Mirabelles, a relatively new Califor- 
nia-style French restaurant, fills me 
with professional conflict. The food is 
inspired by culinary angels, while the 
service must be directed by Lucifer 
himself. Not that the service is cruel or 
mean, but by comparison it could be 
considered such. Often I can just laugh 
off bad service, but as I said, the food 
and the prices are close to magic here — 
enough reason for me to return. The 
service, ambience and general lack of 
warmth and sensitivity are serious 
problems, however. 

Mirabelles’ front door opens directly 
to the main dining room, where we 
waited a good five minutes before we 
were greeted. The dining room was 
barely half full. 

We were seated, and proceeded to 
wait another five to seven minutes 
without any attention. At last a waiter 
came to our table and asked if we were 
ready to order. I’m sure my shocked 
look said more than my response of 
‘“No, we have some questions about 
the wine list.’’ He scurried away, ap- 
parently to find the one person who 
could actually answer wine questions. 

The wine list is small, unbalanced 
and overpriced. The California wines 
are listed without vintages, which 
makes it very difficult to choose with 


any intelligence. We ordered the wine 
and once again we waited. A long time. 

Choosing from the extensive and 
brilliant menu is difficult, to say the 
least. For the first course we chose 
grilled quail ($5.50), a perfectly grilled 
whole quail that was juicy, succulent 
and very tasty, served with marinated 
vegetables and crispy fried potato 
shreds — a sensational combination of 
textures and flavors. This appetizer 
would cost twice as much anywhere 
else. 

The rabbit terrine with two sauces 
and marinated mushrooms came with a 
bright salad of mixed baby greens 
dressed in a rich vinaigrette. Green and 
golden mustard sauces balanced the 
rich but light terrine, studded with 
chunks of rabbit and jewel-like 
vegetables. The combination was un- 
forgettable. 

Pasta, fish, seafood, beef, veal, 
lamb, chicken and duck are all repre- 
sented on the entree menu. Only a very 
confident and talented kitchen could 
attempt such a fantastic range of ingre- 
dients. 

We ordered sea bass with red beets, 
oregano butter and caviar potato 
($13.50). A daring chef would combine 
fish and beets, and I was very excited 
about trying this dish. The fish was 
cooked to perfection, and the sauce 
and accompanying vegetables and po- 
tatoes were artistry of the highest sort. 
The plate was filled with little stuffed 
vegetables: tomatillos, baby bok choy 
and tomatoes. Sauteed vegetables and 
half a new potato garnished with 
golden caviar completed the arrange- 
ment. It was a stunning presentation 
and an outstanding plate. 

Roasted duck with honey-hazelnut 
sauce ($12.95) was served with delicate 
almond croquettes and winter vegeta- 
bles. I would have to say that this was 
one of the best roast ducks my com- 
panion and I have ever had. Crispy, 
golden skin and juicy, tender meat are 
still a rather rare find in restaurants. 
This cooking style and sauce make for 
a wonderful culinary experience. 


The brunch menu is just as original 
and tempting as the dinner menu. Ser- 
vice for this meal was much better — 
our waiter was attentive and efficient. 
The basic brunch menu consists of a 
choice of champagne, mimosa or fruit 
juice and a basket of housemade muf- 
fins, tea cakes, breads and cookies 
served with housemade jams, sweet 
butter and strawberry butter. The 
basket contains some of the most 
delicate and wonderful treats you 
could hope to find. 

The larger, more traditional brunch 
entrees are just as notable. Little 
buckwheat pancakes served with creme 
fraiche, gravad salmon and caviar 
($3.95) were delectable. Light but 
substantial, the pancakes make the 
perfect companion for salmon and 
creme fraiche. 

Grilled Atlantic monkfish on fennel, 
served with champagne beurre blanc 
($6.50) was simply flawless. This is a 
rich way to start the day, but indeed 
luxurious. 

Prices, once again, are ridiculously 
low. Eggs Benedict, ham and eggs and 
bacon and eggs range from $3.25 to 
$3075: 

I sincerely hope that someone will 
take hold of the dining room and its 
problems. What puzzles me is how a 
dazzling, talented kitchen staff can 
continue to put out stupendous meals 
while the floor staff operates at such an 
unprofessional level. | would certainly 
return to Mirabelles, because the food 
is distinguished and memorable and 
the prices are unbeatable. I strongly 
urge you to dine here, but take your pa- 
tience and sense of humor.

The Iron Triangle 

It's 1969 in Vietnam's “iron tri- 
angle,” a fierce concentration of 
enemy troops at the base of the 
Ho Chi Minh trail. U.S. infantry 
captain Beau Bridges, who 
brings new rank to grunt, tells via 
voice-over how he met young 
V.C. guerrilla Liem Whatley, upon 
whose diary Eric Weston’s 
movie's based. Switch to 
Whatley’s world, in which every- 
one's apparently well-educated 
and philosophically wedded to a 
cause. Still, since the action's 
been mostly uninvolving till now, 
one hopes for an enemy's-eye 
view of the war. No such luck. 
One hears of horrors but feels 
nothing, Bridges is anything but 
commanding, and when he's 
captured, tortured and terribly 
beaten, then manages to run 
through the jungle only hours 
later with rescuer Whatley, the 
hope for credibility dies along 
with the explanation for the em- 
pathy between the two men. A 
swelling score heightens a battle 
scene, and Whatley and Vietna- 
mese officer Haing Ngor are en- 
tirely believable, but otherwise, 
this triangle’s mostly made of tin 
(Regency 2, SF) 


Physical Evidence 

Poor Burt Reynolds. He finally 
gets a part he’s really good in, 
but in a movie that rarely 
reaches mediocre. A sleazy 
Boston tavern owner's found with 
his throat cut. Reynolds, a vola- 
tile, down-and-out ex-cop’s 
framed for the murder, remem- 
bers nothing of the night in ques- 
tion. His court-appointed at- 
torney's fledgling Theresa 
Russell. For her, he’s her chance 
to make a name for herself. For 
him, she's his only chance to out- 
wit D.A. Ned Beatty, who's out to 
get him. ‘So what's wrong with 
that?" you ask. Simply that since 
the script rarely rises to the bot- 
tom, even that much is hard to 
figure out, Russell can't rustle up 
a halfway decent performance 
and mostly literally lets down her 
hair, while so many minor unex- 
plained characters abound that 
by the time the real murderer's 
identified, you've forgotten who 
he is. Nowhere are Michael 
Crighton’s directorial talents in evi- 
dence, making it a physical impos- 
sibility to make any real sense out 
of Physical Evidence at all. (Kabu- 
ki, SF; UA Berk; Rockridge, Oak.) 


Three Fugitives 

With 14 bank robberies to his dis- 
credit, Nick Nolte leaves jail with 
a check for $1,740 and a resolve 
to go straight. Nemesis cop 
James Earl Jones doesn't believe 
him for a moment, so when Nolte 
innocently enters a bank to cash 
his check and is held hostage by 
inept holdup man Martin Short, 
guess who can't wait to get him 
back in jail. The criminal odd cou- 
ple gets away, but not before but- 
ter-fingered Short accidentally 
shoots Nolte in the leg and takes 
him to the only doctor he knows, 
veterinarian Kenneth McMillan, 
to whom humans are pets. A lot 
of this is very funny, even if the 
short Short falls short in the 
talent department, but it’s his ut- 
terly adorable six-year-old, mute- 
since-her-mother-died daughter, 
Sarah Rowland Doroff, who gives 
writer/director Francis Veber’s 
not-quite-classifiable film new 
nuances, and Nolte his best mo- 
ments in years. Overall, Fugi- 
tives may not be a runaway hit, 
but on a scale of one to three 
it's a definite two. (Regency 2, 
SF; Albany, Berk.; Centuries, 
Oakl.) @

BERKELEY 
GETS UNUSUAL 


the often frighteningly innovative experimental guitarist, inventor of the electric rake and amplified birdcage 
soloist, seems an unlikely choice for a Valentine’s Day concert. Known for challenging sonic assaults in his 
band Shockabilly or alongside such diverse artists as Fred Frith, John Zorn, the Violent Femmes and Camper 
Van Beethoven, Chadbourne is hardly a troubadour of romantic serenades for sweethearts. 

But he fits perfectly into the plans of producer Laura Wernick, who booked the adventurous musician into 
the Heller Gallery of U.C. at Berkeley’s Student Union (at 8 pm, Tues., Feb. 14th) to inaugurate her new 
music series. A 24-year-old social sciences field major at Cal, Wernick has worked on more mainstream stu- 
dent productions in the past, in association with ASCUC SUPERB, but is anxious to bring promote adven- 
turous sounds, initially around the campus community, and eventually around the East Bay. ‘‘People don’t 
know that a lot of this music exists,’’ says the Minneapolis native, ‘‘and maybe a lot aren’t open to it. You 
don’t make money on these sorts of concerts. But I think this stuff is really neat and I’m more interested in 
how musicians approach music.” ’ 

Wernick, who is also a guitarist and a programmer on radio station KPFA, moved toward the outer fringes 
of experimental music ‘‘searching for a sound I couldn’t find.”’ Friends back home, improvising guitarist 
Fred Frith and such local luminaries as guitarist Henry Kaiser and bassist Myles Boisen (who is working with 
her on the series) exploded Wernick’s tastes and sparked her ambition. In 1987 she produced an SRO concert 
with guitarists Frith and Hans Reichel. Now she hopes to generate enough interest in experimental music not 
only to sustain a campus series, but ‘‘eventually open up a listening space in Berkeley after I graduate.” 

In the spring, the Tone Dogs, a Seattle band documented on Re Records Quarterly Record, will come to 
Berkeley under Wernick’s auspices. ‘‘But things are really going to start kicking in this fall,”’ she promises, 
mentioning as possible bookings the female improvising trio of British vocalist Maggie Nichols, Swiss pianist 
Irene Schweizer and French bassist Joelle Leandre, and the Czech duo Iva Bittova, violin and vocals, and 
Pavel Fajt, percussion. ‘‘We also want this to become a place where local musicians can play,’’ she adds, 
‘and not just as opening acts.” 

Wernick plays much of the music she loves on her two KPFA radio shows — ‘‘None of the Above,” from 
3 to 7 am on the second and fourth Fridays of the month, and ‘‘Witching Hour,’’ at midnight on the first 
Wednesday of of the month. ‘‘You’ll hear everything I do in my series on those programs,”’ she explains. At 
the Chadbourne concert, in addition to being encouraged to bring valentines, listeners will asked to propose a 
name that Wernick and Boisen can use for their ongoing series and perhaps for the future club.

DRAMA 
IN THE ROUGH 


WHERE DO playwrights go to get feed- 
back on their in-process scripts? One place is 
the American Conservatory Theatre, which 
has beefed up its Plays in Progress series this 
year to showcase five new works — as opposed 
to last year’s two. Presented in low-tech pro- 
ductions over several weekends, the PIP 
shows are directed and acted by ACT com- 
pany members. Performances take place in 
the black box 49-seat Playroom in ACT’s 450 
Geary St. building, just across the road from 
the Geary Theatre. 

The plays on view in this year’s PIP season 
are by writers from the Bay Area and beyond. 

The next entry should be an especially in- 
triguing one: a look at an in-process script by 
famed black poet-dramatist. Derek Walcott. 
Titled Viva Detroit, it’s a three-character (two 
men, one woman) love story set ina bar. The 
cast includes ACT stalwart Steven Anthony 
Jones, and Walcott will be on hand briefly to 
do rewrites. 

It’s been several years since ACT offered 
the world premiere of a new play on its Geary 
mainstage, but Associate Artistic Director Joy 
Carlin says the revitalized PIP series may lead 
to that. ‘‘We have a miniscule budget, and 
our stated purpose is to develop the play by 
letting the playwright see it as he wrote it,”’ 
explains Carlin. ‘‘But it just so happens we’re 
getting some very good plays — plays that 
might go on to our main season.”

Young, ‘American Dream 
(Atlantic) 
All the goodwill engendered by 
David Crosby's resurrection, all 
the good works done in the 
name of Central American soli- 
darity and special schools, all 
the good liberal intentions in 
“American Dream,” ‘‘Shadow- 
land,’ ‘Soldiers of Peace’’ and 
“Nighttime for the Generals” 
can't put this supergroup back 
together again. A bit of the old 
harmony magic is there but too 
many of the lyrics aren't worth 
the effort these guys must have 
put into their vocals. Some 
songs are downright embarrass- 
ing and the instrumentation, 
rife with rinky-dink ‘‘modern’’ 
keyboards, special effects and 
recycled CSNY cliches, rarely 
helps. For all the resurgence of 
spirit — personal and political 
— behind this reunion, it 
too often sounds like it was 
conceived over cocktails 
around a suburban swimming 
pool. But I've always preferred 
my Neil Young straight, no 
chaser.

Lou's been getting shit from 
every side on this one, first 
from VU fans who think it's 
sacrilege that he even attempt 
to recreate the patented under- 
stated riff he himself invented 
20 years ago, and then from 
the ‘| Love You Suzanne”’ 
legion, who also miss his kick- 
ass aspect. Not to mention 
those people who think the 
lyrics are too pompous — too 
brutal? too true? — for words 
All those supposed “‘fans"’ 
seem to want Lou to leave poor 
Janie stranded on the Wild 
Side, where crack and AIDS 
are now killing her and her 
friends. They'd rather hear 
about Sylvia and Andy? They'd 


rather he rip off some other 
rock god's genre — Bruce 
Springsteen's, perhaps? — 
than use his own strengths 
(muttering, riffing, sneering) on 
his best LP in a decade? Makes 
you kind of wonder what planet 
those fans live on; what it was 
they liked about Lou in the first 
place. Poor Lou can't win for 
losing, which is the entire point 
of every lyric on New York, 
from the pissed-off mutterings 
of ‘Dirty Boulevard” to the 
tired whisper of ‘Xmas in Feb- 
ruary.’’ Sure, it's brutal, inac- 
curate and preachy. It also 
sounds great — assured and 
true. There're at least four great 
songs here (most of side one, 
plus ‘‘Dime Store Mystery,’’) 
great guest shots from Dion 
and Moe (Tucker, of course) 
and none of the dumb "I’m a 
rocker"' bullshit that’s been 
cropping up for a decade. Even 
where the record fails (‘‘The 
Last Great American Whale,” 
for instance) it’s a brave at- 
tempt

This Canadian singer- 
songwriter is angry — about

The Reivers, End of 
the Day (Capitol) 


There's not much to the Austin 
based-rock band the Reivers 
(formerly known as Zeitgeist) 
beyond a particular tenor to 
lead singers John Croslin and 
Kim Longacre’s dueling vocals 
but for me, the note that strikes 
between the two never fails to 
thrill. In addition to the always 
charming sound of Croslin and 
Longacre’s duets, End of the 
Day showcases a delicate sum- 
mer afternoon feeling, evoca- 
tive and gentle. It’s true that the 
lyrics here aren't anything to 
write home about, but there's 
still something powerfully mov- 
ing about these songs, espe- 
cially ‘‘Star Telegram” (about 
childhood memories of a vaca- 
tion home) and “Almost Home. 
Happily, the Reivers have rid 
themselves of the blurry pro- 
duction (by the ever-popular 
master of blur, Don Dixon) that 
marred 1986's Saturday so 
badly. The mid-'80s jangly 
blend of folk-guitar-pop is a 
genre too often trivialized by 
people who claim to be looking 
for more serious sounds and 
emotions. For those of us not 
particularly charmed by the 
unpleasant strains of Third 
Reich-like rock, the Reivers 
small contrioution to the world 
is a positive joy. They may not 
be a particularly distinguished 
band, but they have that intan 
gible something extra that 
gives an unspoken eloquence

This may not be the ultimate 
Otis Rush record, but after 
more than a decade without 
any new albums, almost any 
document of Rush's terse 
guitar and searing vocals Is 
welcome. Recorded at the 
1985 San Francisco Blues 
Festival, Tops has Rush front 
ing the fine Bobby Murray 
band, with Murray on rhythm 
guitar, Jimmy Pugh on key- 
boards and solid rhythm and 
horn sections. The songs in 
clude ‘‘Crosscut Saw,” B.B 
King's ‘‘Gambler's Blues, 
Earl Hooker's “Tl Wonder 
Why” and Rush's own classic 
“Right Place, Wrong Time.” At 
a time when blues records are 
pouring out from every corner 
of the country (all too many 
undistinguished from the rest) 
it is especially rewarding to 
hear Rush back in action. If 
this recording doesn't have 
the crazed edge of earlier 
work, it does churn with ener 
gy, showcase a lot of razor 
sharp guitar and put one of the 
genre's most distinctive 
stylists back near the top

REBORN IROCKER 


At 41, Joe Ely rocks harder than ever 


JOE ELY AND LUCINDA WILLIAMS. 
At Slim's, SF. Saturday, Jan. 28th

LASHING AT the strings of 

his acoustic guitar like he was 

swinging at all the radio pro- 

grammers who never played 

his music, Joe Ely opened his 
recent sold-out Slim’s show by 
shouting out the message of the open- 
ing track of his 1977 debut Joe Ely 
album, ‘‘I Had My Hopes Up High.” 
The West Texas singer’s hopes of star- 
dom were put on hold during the late 
1970s and into the ’80s when he was “‘too 
country for rock radio’ and “‘too 
rock’n’roll for Nashville.’’ 

But if Joe Ely was struggling with a 
musical identity crisis during most of 
his recording career, he exploded out of 
it with a vengeance once he turned 40. 
Even when he opened his Slim’s set 


with a pair of songs performed solo 
with just an acoustic guitar, Ely left no 
doubt about which way the scale has 
tipped. The 41-year-old live wire from 
Lubbock is a rocker with few peers, 
even among upstarts less than half his 
age. 

Longtime fans might well miss the 
regional mix of country, Western 
swing, Mex-Tex polkas and Buddy 
Holly rock that distinguished Ely’s first 
four MCA albums and shattered com- 
mon notions of what ‘‘country-rock’’ 
was all about. Back in those days Ely’s 
band derived its eclectic sound from the 
steel guitar of Lloyd Maines and the ac- 
cordion of Ponty Bone, and Ely drew 
heavily on the songwriting genius of his 
buddy, Butch Hancock. But a gradual 
transformation, which may have been 
accelerated by hanging out with the 
Clash around 1980, streamlined and 
toughened his sound. When he signed 
on with the Bay Area’s HighTone 


Records in 1987, Ely was writing most 
of his material and playing it like a Roll- 
ing Stone reborn. His smoking Lord of 
the Highway album and tour even in- 
cluded veteran Stones saxophonist 
Bobby Keys. 

For his new Dig All Night recording 
and current tour, Ely has stripped his 
band down even more, to just bassist 
Jimmy Pettit, drummer Davis McLarty 
and electric guitar phenom David 
Grissom. When this power trio joined 
him onstage at Slim’s for ‘‘Are You 
Listenin’ Lucky?,’’ Ely was already 
hopped up at the sight of 500 fans 
packed shoulder-to-shoulder in the 
club, but the band pumped the energy 
to an even higher plane and held it 
there for the better part of two 
hours. 

On past tours, Ely has played nearly 
every Bay Area club, as well as a 
strangely conceived, last-minute head- 
liner slot at the San Francisco Blues 
Festival — but he seemed most at home 
in Boz Scagg’s SoMa honky-tonk. 
Although the club was too crowded 
and the sound too loud, the discomfort 
was outstripped by Ely’s electrifying 
performance. Twitching around stage, 
clinging to the posts near the sides of 
the stage, collapsing after screaming 
“Ym dangerous!,’’ waving the mike 
stand overhead and punctuating his 
vocals with raspy ‘‘ooohs!,”’ “‘aaahs!”’ 
and ‘‘yeahs!”’ the lean singer released 
all the pent-up emotions of a cow- 
puncher arriving in Dodge City after a 
long, dry cattle drive. 

The Ely gang played 21 songs — 
drawn from his entire career but em- 
phasizing the last two albums — in- 
cluding two trips back to the stage for 
encores. Pettit and McLarty drove the 
beat tirelessy, and Grissom, a master of 
spiky runs and jittery rhythms, used 
every dynamic in his guitar book to 
keep the musical shapes and colors 
shifting behind Ely’s no-holds-barred 
vocals. 

The final song of the night, follow- 
ing Buddy Holly’s ‘‘Oh Boy”’ and Ely’s 
“Honky Tonk Masquerade,’’ asked 
“‘would you settle for love?’’ But the 
real question was, would you settle for 
rock and roll? The power-drive ap- 
proach is not as cross-cultural or am- 
bitious as his early music and some of 
his self-penned songs aren’t as complex 
as Butch Hancock’s West Texas philo- 
sophizing, but Joe Ely has found a 
sound that fits him like his black leather 
pants and cowboy boots: a simple, 
gangbusters sound that has gotten him 
through the ’80s and into midlife with 
no surrender. 

Lucinda Williams, a Louisiana- 
born, Southern-bred, Los Angeles 
transplant, opened for Ely with a 
50-minute set of country-rock songs 
that probably would have been more 
impressive had the audience been more 
attentive. Williams performed with the 
bassist, drummer and guitarist with 
whom she recorded her new album on 
Rough Trade. Her band was compe- 
tent, shifting back and forth between 
tight, loping folk-rock, almost akin to 
Fairport Convention, and hard-edged 
country and blues. But it never created 
the spark that would grab the restless 
crowd. 

Williams, however, has the kind of 
expressive voice, with a full tank of pas- 
sion and a finely controlled vibrato, 
that can rise to any occasion. Even with 
a less than magnetic stage presence, she 
sang with a sharpness that made you 
want to catch every word, whether she 
was describing the ‘‘Dark Side of Life”’ 
or trying to open herself up ‘‘Like a 
Rose.’’ Williams reaches back to a 
variety of forebears, from Memphis 
Minnie and Patsy Cline to Robert 
Johnson, and puts an individual stamp 
on the roots with interesting lyrics — 
such as ‘‘I want to see what it feels like 
to be without you’’ — and emotive, 
straightforward vocals. With a more 
commanding manner and more dy- 
namic accompaniment, Williams will 
soon bemorethananopeningact. @

TALKING ABOUT 
“TALK RADIO’ 


Eric Bogosian brings shock radio to the movies 


TALK RADW. Directed by Oliver Stone. 
At the Kabuki, SF; California, Berk

RIC BOGOSIAN is one of 

two 34-year-old New York 

actor/playwrights whose 

first starring films, based on 

their own plays, opened ex- 
clusive engagements at Christmas and 
went wide in January. In both films the 
central character’s Jewishness is essen- 
tial to the story; but unlike Torch Song 
Trilogy’s Harvey Fierstein, Eric Bogo- 
sian of Talk Radio isn’t Jewish. He’s 
actually of Armenian descent, but says 
only someone from the Middle East 
could tell the difference. ‘‘I’ve been 
told the film’s anti-Semitic,’’ he said in 
a recent interview in San Francisco, 
“because I’m shot in profile the whole 
time.”’ 

Talk Radio is one intense movie. Its 
110 gripping minutes fly by, punctu- 
ated by director Oliver Stone’s superbly 
orchestrated mini-peaks, assisted by 
Stewart Copeland’s musical effects. 
The big news here is Bogosian, a young 
Elliott Gould type, who gives a riveting 
performance as Barry Champlain, the 
Morton Downey Jr. of the left. His 
Dallas radio show is about to go na- 
tional as we spend a couple of nights in 
the studio with him, seeing him at his 


simultaneous best and worst. 

Champlain, billed as ‘‘the man you 
love to love,’’ insults his callers and 
hangs up onthem. He pisses everybody 
off, on the air and in the studio. A bla- 
tant chauvinist where women are con- 
cerned (‘‘There’s nothing more boring 
than people who love you’’), he tends 
to date or marry his female producers 
so the same woman can wait on him at 
home and at work. On hand this par- 
ticular weekend are his ex-wife and first 
producer, Ellen Greene, and his cur- 
rent producer-mistress, Leslie Hope. 
He takes one chance after another, 
from opening a box said to contain a 
bomb to inviting an obviously stoned 
teenager, ‘‘the future of America,”’ to 
come down to the studio to be on his 
show. The latter role, an extension of 
Sean Penn’s in Fast Times at Ridge- 
mont High, is played to scene-stealing 
perfection by Michael Wincott. 

Once the listeners peg Barry as a Jew 
they start a campaign of terrorism, the 
result of which is no secret to those who 
know the film was based in part on the 
book Talked to Death: The Life and 
Murder of Alan Berg. 

The angrier Barry gets, the funnier 
he becomes, until a climactic soliloquy 
that’s either an on-air nervous break- 
down or an extreme dramatic effect. 
This scene probably worked better on 
stage than it does on screen. As redun- 


dant and claustrophobic as they might 
seem in theory, the sequences in the 
studio of Champlain fielding one call 
after another are the film’s best. It’s 
when he tries to open it up, as in an out- 
of-place flashback showing how 
Champlain’s career began, that direc- 
tor Stone falters, though not too 
seriously. 

Born in Woburn, Massachusetts, 
Eric Bogosian moved to New York 
with his theater degree from Oberlin 
College. ‘‘I don’t tend to get into long- 
term misery for goals I don’t under- 
stand,’’ he says, ‘‘but for goals I do.”’ 
In New York he gravitated ‘‘down- 
town, where they just do shows all the 
time.’’ With no goals in mind he started 
doing performance pieces that evolved 
into his ‘‘solos,’’ including Men Inside 
and FunHouse. 

“I write because I need to write,”’ 
Bogosian explains. ‘‘The deeper I get 
into acting the more I need to write. I 
love acting. It’s not some kind of deci- 
sion, I just act because I act.’’ Still, his 
frustration grew faster than his reputa- 
tion for eight years. ‘‘When I was 30 I 
said ‘I can’t be this poor all the time,’ 
and some things started to click about 
that time.”’ 

In 1986 his most successful solo, 
Drinking in America, brought Bogo- 
sian to a new plateau of success — and

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who you are — listening to 
Christmas’s I.R.S. debut is go- 
ing to be a total exercise in 
sadomasochism.

jects treated with Christmas’s 
trademark deliberate and 
caustic wit. Looks, tunes, is- 
sues and a female drummer. 
Look out U2, Christmas has 
got your number.

Pinetop Perkins, After 
Hours (Blind Pig) 

That Mississippi Delta blues 
pianists are poorly represent- 
ed on record is evident in the 
fact that After Hours is the 
debut of Joe Willie ‘‘Pinetop”’ 
Perkins as a leader. As early 
as 1943, Perkins was recruited 
onto the legendary King Bis- 
cuit Time radio program out of 
Helena, Arkansas. He played 
with Sonny Boy Williamson, 
Robert Nighthawk and Earl 
Hooker before signing onto 


Muddy Waters’ band in 1969 
A rollicking boogie-woogie 
style pianist, Perkins brings 
another unique voice to the 
blues revival. He not only 
maintains an important legacy 
that is overshadowed by the 
Delta and Chicago guitarists, 
but he romps through a dozen 
songs, supported by New York's 
Little Mike and the Tornadoes, 
with high style and inspiring 
energy. (Perkins appears ona 
Legends of the Blues show 
with Hubert Sumlin, Jimmie 
Rogers and Little Mike and the 
Tornadoes, Friday, Feb. 24th 
at Slim's in San Francisco.) 


Various Artists, Show 
Boat (Angel/EMI) 


If, like me, you can't help lovin’ 


that show, you'll want to hear 
it as God, Jerome Kern and 
Oscar Hammerstein 2nd in- 
tended — at least once. After 
that you'll start skipping 
around to hear how your 
favorites are sung by Frede- 
rica von Stade, Jerry Hadley, 


Teresa Stratas, Bruce Hub- 
bard and company; and you'll 
probably wish they’d issued an 
album of musical highlights 
akin to RCA's 1976 “'A Col- 
lector’s Show Boat.’’ Conduct- 
or and director John McGlinn 
is to be congratulated for his 
research and scholarship as 
well as his musicianship. 
Songs cut before the 1927 
Broadway opening and those 
added for subsequent stage 
and film versions are worth 
hearing, but only the most 
fanatical purist will want to 
listen repeatedly to the show's 
dialogue (including three lines 
by Lillian Gish) and alternate 
versions of scenes, all printed 
and explained in the enclosed 
book. 

Totaling more than three 
hours, 40 minutes, the album 
is a bargain on CD (3 disks); 
but I'd be wary of the LP ver- 
sion based on the botch the 
same label made of the Otello 
soundtrack by squeezing more 
onto a record than it can ac- 
commodate.

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to San Francisco to perform it. The 
following year his first play, Talk 
Radio, earned still more praise for its 
actor-star — and a film deal with pro- 
ducer Edward R. Pressman. 

Bogosian worked with Oliver Stone 
on the screenplay. Incorporating 
elements from the book about Denver 
talk show host Alan Berg’s 1984 
murder was not as drastic a decision as 
it seems. ‘‘The book came out a week 
before the play [Ta/k Radio] opened,”’ 
Bogosian says. “‘Stuff I had only im- 
agined turned out to be real.’’ Knowing 
life had imitated his art convinced him 
to reverse the process as well. “‘I said to 
the producer, ‘You’d better buy the 
book so we can absorb it into our 
movie.’ ”’ 

The secret of shock jocks like Berg 
and Champlain, according to Bogo- 
sian, is that they play opposite to the 
feelings of the majority of their callers. 
When he did the play in New York, he 
provoked the live audience with more 
conservative sentiments — “‘to get 
them pissed off right away. . . . This 
picture’s going to be seen all over the 
U.S., so Barry’s a liberal — because 
this country hates liberals.”’ 

Bogosian gets proof of that when he 
makes guest appearances on real talk 
shows. ‘‘I think it’s really pathetic,’’ he 
says, ‘‘how [radio shock jock] Howard 
Stern picks on the gay community 
when they’ve got enough grief already. 
Every time I say that on the radio, 
someone calls.’’ There are people out 
there, he believes, just waiting for their 
buttons to be pushed; and the an- 
nouncer who can push the most but- 
tons will have the highest ratings. 

As aware of his own audience as 
Barry Champlain is of his, Bogosian 
says, ‘‘I walk a very thin line in all my 
work and as I move from theater to a 
mass audience I have to be very careful 
how I doit. . . . My solos havea sensa- 
tional aspect and I only do them in 
theaters [that seat 600 or less]. I won’t 
do them on David Letterman... . 

“Tt would be a problem for me to do 
Howard Stern and rag homosexuals 
and have skinheads come to see it and 
cheer me on.’’ Aiming instead at au- 
diences he can respect, Bogosian tries 
to treat them accordingly. ‘‘I don’t say, 
‘I know. Let me tell you because you 
don’t know.’ That’s the most horren- 
dous position an artist can take.’’ 

As might be expected of someone 
who so often works virtually alone, 
Bogosian admits, ‘I’m acontrol freak. 
I gotta have everything under my 
thumb.”’ He approached his collabora- 
tion with Stone cautiously. “‘I said, 
‘Are we gonna work together on an 
equal basis, or is it gonna be insane?’ ”’ 
Eventually he came to feel he could 
trust the director, but he still has reser- 
vations about the finished product: 
“Stone keeps putting his spin on my 
world in this picture. Visually he’s suc- 
cessful, rhythmically he’s sometimes a 
little off, prosaically he puts words in 
people’s mouths.”’ 

The writer says he only consented to 
adding the murder scene at the end if 
the film would be complete — ‘‘have a 
beginning, a middle and an end’? — 
without it. He fought to preserve the 
scene with the teenager and Cham- 
plain’s climactic speech. 

Bogosian hopes Talk Radio will not 
be another of what he calls ‘‘the social 
meaning films that you can go see, feel 
indignant for two hours, and go have a 
Haagen-Dazs and forget it.”’ 

Talk shows will be a part of our lives 
for the foreseeable future, and there’s 
no sign of leveling off in the escalating 
outrageousness of the genre. Talk 
Radio has a lot to say about the mood 
of America today and the danger that 
those of us who live in more tolerant 
communities sometimes tend to forget. 
It provides instant stardom for Bogo- 
sian, and another hit for Oliver Stone.

Critics are almost invulnerable to 
hype, but | can hardly wait to see 
Gone with the Wind again in this, 
its 50th year.
